Malaria  Clinics  Prescriptions. 

The  Ministry  of  Pensions  intends  to  issue  special  dupli- 
cate prescription  forms  for  Malaria  Clinics  similar  to 
those  in  use  for  Insurance  dispensing,  and  to  arrange  that 
these  shall  be  dispensed  by  chemists  at  the  same  rates 
as  for  Insurance  dispensing.  It  has  further  been  arranged 
that  these  prescriptions  shall  be  priced  at  the  South- 
Eastern  Pricing  Bureau,  25  Cedars  Road,  Clapham, 
London,  S.W.  4,  so  that  chemists  should  not.  send  such 
prescriptions  to  local  pricing  offices.  The  Malaria 
Clinics  are  not  yet  established,  but  the  method  of  issuing 
prescriptions  will  be  on  the  lines  indicated  febove.

All  these 
amounts  to  be  added  to  the  present  rate  being  paid.  Ad- 
vances to  date  from  July  1. 

The  minimum  rates  of  pay  are :  Men — Grade  1,  75s.  ; 
grade  2,  70s. ;  grade  3,  65s.  Women — Grade  1,  45s.  ; 
grade  2,  43s. ;  grade  3,  40s.  bd. ;  grade  4,  37s.  bd. 

These  figures  were  submitted  to  the  branches  of  the 
Drug  Union,  and  accepted.  A  general  meeting  was  held 
at  the  Shoreditch  Town  Hall  on  June  22,  about  1,600 
workers  being  present,  when  a  resolution  was  moved 
that  the  terms  be  accepted  pending  the  new  grading. 
Discussion  mainly  centred  round  the  position  of  the  women 
and  Grade  3  of  the  men,  65s.  being  considered  below 
the  living-wage  line.  The  resolution  was  carried  unani- 
mously. Representatives  of  the  Drug  Union  have  since 
conferred  with  the  Local  Associations  Executive  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  in  order  to  come 
to  an  agreement  as  to  minimum  wages  in  the  retail  trade. 

Chemist's  Fatal  Accident. 

On  June  22,  Mr.  Leonard  Frederick  March,  chemist 
and  druggist,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  Frederick  March,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Torquay,  was  returning  on  his  motor-bicycle 
from  a  tour  in  the  Midlands,  when,  about  two  hours'  ride 
from  home,  he  found  he  was  overtaking  a  motor-lorry  with 
wagons  attached,  and,  the  road  being  narrow,  applied  his 
brake.  At  this  moment  the  outer  cover  of  one  of  his 
tyres  slipped,  and  he  consequently  lost  control  of  his 
machine;  a  fall  resulted,  and  when  picked  up  Mr.  March 
was  f  ound  to  be.  dead.  An  obituary  notice  appears  on 
p.  77. 

Poisoned-chocolate  Mystery. 

Further  evidence  was  given  at  York,  on  June  23,  in  the 
case  in'  which  Thomas  Liddle,  farmer,  is  charged  with 
attempted  strychnine-poisoning  (C.  JL-  D.,  June  26,  p.  131). 
Two  witnesses  having  deposed  to  receiving  chocolate  by 
post,  Mr.  John  Evans,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  Sheffield,  public 
analyst  for  York,  said  that  the  chocolate  which  he 
received  in  the  paper  marked  "  E.  R.  Dodsworth  "  showed 
signs  of  having  been  tampered  with.  It  contained  nearly 
g  gr.  of  strychnine.  Half  a  grain  was  fatal,  but  smaller 
doses  had  been  known  to  kill.  The  two  chocolates  which 
were  labelled  "  W.  T.  Rust"  he  found  to  contain 
0.51  gr.  and  0.52  gr.  respectively.  The  largest  medical 
dose  was  gr.  He  analysed  the  contents  of  a  tin  of 
decomposed  meat  found  on  Liddle's  farm  by  the  police, 
and  found  it  had  strychnine  in  the  proportion  of  0.O9  gr, 
per  ounce.  The  person  who  made  the  mixture  in  the  tin 
must  have  had  strychnine  available  to  put  with  the  meat. 
It  had  decomposed  with  age,  and  must  have  been  made  a 
very  long  time.  The  accused,  who  reserved  his  defence, 
was  committed  for  trial.

Poisonings. 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning  have  been  re- 
corded since  our  last  report  : 

An  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  Thomas  Percival 
(45),  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wolverhampton,  on  June  22.  It 
was  stated  that  a  poisonous  liquid  was  given  him  at  the 
tuberculosis  dispensary  in  the  town,  to  drop  on  a  mask 
Avhich  he  had  been  ordered  to  wear,  and  he  subsequently 
drank  some  of  this  liquid.  A  medical  witness  said  that 
death  was  due  to  creosote  and  carbolic  poisoning.  A 
verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind "  was 
returned. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Chirk,  on  June  25,  on  the  body 
of  Winifred  Burgoyne  (20),  who  died  after  taking  a  dose 
of  quinine  understood  to  weigh  £  oz.  The  evidence 
showed  that  the  quinine  [sulphate?],  which  was  purchased 
in  Oswestry,  was  put  in  a  saucepan  with  a  cupful  of  gin, 
and  the  mixture  was  boiled.  .  The  resulting  solution  was 
observed  to  turn  a  spoon  green.  -  A  medical  witness  stated 
that  his  post-mortem  examination  had  not  revealed  the 
cause  of  death,  and  remarked  that  poisoning  by  quinine 
is  extremely  rare.  He  added  :  "  Quinine  is  not  a  poison, 
and  there  would  be  nothing  wrong  in  a  chemist  supplying 
it."    The  inquest  was  adjourned. 

Birmingham. 

Scarlet  fever  is  again  prevalent  in  the  district. 

The  continued  holding-up  of  New  Street  for  repairs 
is  causing  grumbles  loud  and  deep. 

It  appears  that  the  railway-ticket  of  a  Birmingham 
trader  was  inspected  six  times  during  a  recent  journey, 
of  thirteen  miles  ! 

On  a  showcard  in  the  window  of  a  local  branch  of  a 
limited  company  trading  as  chemists  (and  otherwise), 
phosphorus  is  spelt  "  phosphorous  "—an  old  but  still 
troublesome  "catch"  to  the  unwary. 

The  Civil  Liabilities  Department,  lately  conducted  by 
Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  with  the  assistance  of  one  male 
and  three  female  clerks,  now  comprises  (under  other 
management)  double  those  numbers,  at  salaries  that  one 
shudders  to  think  of. 

Liverpool. 

A  fatal  case  of  plague  has  been  reported  here. 
Some  complaints  of  falling  off  in  the  retail  trade  are 
heard,  but  July  is  expected  to  bring  a  rapid  recovery. 


A  telling  cartoon,  issued  on  behalf  of  the  University 
of  Liverpool,  is  being  displayed  throughout  the  city. 

The  annual  special  issue  of  the  C.  &  D.,  with  its  full 
measure  of  attention  to  Liverpool,  is  being  perused  with 
appreciation. 

Damage  estimated  at  40,000?.  was  caused  by  an  out- 
break of  fire  at  the  works  of  the  North- Western  Rubber 
Co.,  Litherland,  on  June  26. 

Mr.  William  P.  Evans  (chairman  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher 
&  Webb,  Ltd.)  had  a  pleasant  voyage  home  from  Canada, 
and  returned  to  Hanover  Street  on  June  24. 

Messrs.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  John  H.  Robinson,  and 
W.  J.  Williams  visited  London  on  June  29  on  business 
connected  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Parties  of  students  have  lately  been  visiting  the  labora- 
tories of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  The  follow- 
ing acknowledgment  has  been  received  by  the  directors 
from  the  Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy  :  "A  party 
of  sixty-one  students  from  this  school  are  unanimous  in 
their  praises  of  the  handling  by  your  staff  and  of  the 
gentlemen  who  showed  them  round.

Federation  by  Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  and  Mr.  H.  Ant- 
cliffe. 

The  Sheffield  Guardians  are  offering  to  take  in  any 
patient  for  .whom  treatment  cannot  be  obtained  at  the 
general  hospitals. 

The  holiday  season  is  materially  affecting  trade. 
Several  pharmacists  (including  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton,  who 
is  motoring  in  Devonshire)  are  away  from  home. 

Surprise  is  expressed  locally  that  an  applicant  for  a 
training  grant,  if  he  appeals  against  an  unfavourable  de- 
cision of  an  Interviewing  Board  appointed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour,  is  likely  to  find  himself  before  a  Board  con- 
stituted partly  from  the  Board  from  which  he  has 
appealed,  and  even  having  the  same  chairman. 

Miscellaneous. 

Fire. — An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  at  the  premises  of 
H.  Keller  &  Co.,  chemical  manufacturers  and  merchants, 
Colonial  Avenue,  Minories,  London,  E.  1,  on  June  23. 
A  defective  flue  is  believed  to  have  been  the  cause.  Some 
damage  was  done  to  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building. 

Wholesale  Druggists'  Cricket  Championship. — A 
match  played  at  Crouch  End,  London,  N.,  on  June  19, 
when  The  British  Drug  Houses  Club  was  at  home  to 
Allenburys  Club,  resulted  in  a  win  for  the  visitors.  The 
scores  were  :  The  British  Drug  Houses,  54 ;  Allenburys, 
66  for  9  wickets. 

Theft  of  Opium. — At  Thames  Police  Court,  London, 
on  June  24,  Henry  Leland  and  James  Daley  were  charged 
with  being  in  unauthorised  possession  of  178  lb.  of  opium, 
valued  at  890?.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  accused 
were  arrested  while  one  of  them  was  driving  a  van  (for 
the  possession  of 'which  they  could  not,  account)  containing 
the  opium.    They  were  remanded. 
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Betel  Nut  Causes  Death. — A  verdict  of  "  Accidental 
death  "  was  recorded  at  an  inquest  held  in  Marylebone, 
London,  on  June  26,  on  the  body  of  Igbal  Ali-Beg,  an 
Indian  cadet  at  the  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst, 
who  swallowed  a  betel  nut  while  at  the  theatre.  A 
medical  witness  stated  that  death  was  due  to  meningitis, 
following  abscess  of  the  lung,  set  up  by  irritation  from 
inhaling  chewed  betel  nut.  In  reply  to  the  coroner,  a 
witness  stated  that  in  India  the  nuts  were  boiled  in  milk 
and  then  chewed  and  swallowed  :  he  himself  had  eaten 
a  pound  in  a  day. 

Swimming  Team  Race. — A  swimming  team  race,  The 
British  Drug  Houses  v.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  took  place 
recently  at  the  Essex  Road  Swimming  Baths,  London, 
and  resulted  in  a  win  for  the  latter  team.  The  times  for 
the  full  distance  of  180  yards  were  :  P.D.S.C.,  129 
seconds;  B.D.H.S.C.,  134f  seconds.

L.  G.  Jones,  on  behalf  of  the  students,  presented  Mr.  C. 
Morton,  Ph.C,  head  of  the  pharmacy  department,  with 
a  silver  cigarette-case,  suitably  inscribed,  and  Mr.  F. 
Arnall,  B.Sc,  A.I.C.,  lecturer  in  chemistry,  with  a 
tobacco-pouch.  In  the  course  of  his  reply,  Mr.  Morton 
mentioned  .  that  the  Institute  would  soon  have  a  large 
manufacturing  laboratory  in  running  order.

Among  the  Scottish  News  (p.  68)  will  be  found  an  account 
of  an  impromptu  match  subsequently  played  by  four 
pharmacists  who  had  owned  or  assisted  in  the  same  busi- 
ness in  Elgin. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — At  Liverpool,  recently, 
William  C.  King,  spice  merchant,  Hanover  Street,  was 
summoned  for  having  sold  ground  cinnamon  which  was 
adulterated  with  4  per  cent,  of  sand  and  siliceous  matter. 
For  the  defence,  it  was  stated  that  the  defendant  had 
machinery  for  grinding  spices,  but  in  December  last  he 
was  moving  his  plant  to  a  new  factory,  and  consequently 
purchased  ground  cinnamon  from  another  firm.  The  bark 
from  which  cinnamon  was  ground  was  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  soil  for  some  time  after  it  had  been  stripped  off 
the  plant,  and  sand  naturally  clung  ,to  it.  The  average 
quantity  of  siliceous  matter  found  in  cinnamon  was  esti- 
mated by  the  prosecution  at  from  1  to  1^  per  cent.  De- 
fendant was  fined  5/.,  and  ordered  to  pay  11.  Is.  costs. 
A  further  summons  for  giving  a  false  warranty  in  respect 
of  ground  cinnamon  was  dismissed  on  payment  of 
11.  lis.  6d.  costs.  ' 

Industrial  Councils  and  Labour  Exchanges. — In  the 
course  of  the  sitting  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Labour 
Exchanges,  on  June  28,  Mr.  J.  W.  Whitley,  M.P.,  the 
Deputy  Chairman  of  the  House  of  Commons,  gave  it  as 
his  opinion  that  if  the  industries,  through  the  Joint  In- 
dustrial Councils,  found  themselves  able  to  take  charge 
of  unemployment  and  underemployment,  they  would  be 
able  to  do  the  work  much  more  cheaply  and  more  effec- 
tually than  it  could  be  done  under  a  State  organisation. 
He  thought  the  Insurance  Bill  now  before  the  House 
would  enable  the  suggestion  to  be  put  into  operation. 
Very  few  industries  were  as  yet  sufficiently  organised  to 
take  on  '•he  duty.  Lord  Askwith,  who  followed,  said  that 
in  his  view  the  cost  of  the  Exchanges  was  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  their  vjlue.  They  were  an  interference  by 
the  State  between  employer  and  employe,  at  great  cost 
to  the  community,  and  they  had  proved  a  disintegrating 


force.  The  system  was  a  direct  incentive  to  unemploy- 
ment. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Lincolnshire  Assizes,  recently, 
Walter  Bradley  was  sentenced  to  four  months'  hard  labour 
for  smashing  the  shop-window  of  Mr.  Charles  Wass, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Holbeach,  in  order  (according  to 
the  prisoner's  own  statement)  to  he  locked  up.  The 
damage  is  estimated  at  25/. — Charged  on  remand  at  Car- 
marthen, on  June  25,  with  the  murder  of  his  first  wife, 
Harold  Greenwood,-  solicitor,  Kidwelly,  was  further  re- 
manded [0.  &  D.,_  June  19,  p.  38).— At  the  Old  Bailey, 
London,  on  June  ,50,  George  A.  Jennings  and  Austin  H. 
Dockney  were  respectively  sentenced  to  twelve  months' 
hard  labour  and  nine  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second 
division  for  conspiring  to  defraud  and  obtain  money  by 
false  pretences  from  George  Toulmin  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  prin- 
ters, Preston  (C.  &  D.,  June  19,  p.  38).— At  Bow  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  June  30,  Walter  Rankin  (forty), 
Keston  Road,  South  Tottenham,  N.,  was  remanded  in 
custody  on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  25/.  by  false 
pretences.  The  evidence  showed  that  on  June  13  the 
accused  introduced  himself  to  a  Mr.  Brooker,  at  Southend, 
as  a  medical  man  who  was  in  possession  of  a  cure  for 
cancer,  and  subsequently  attempted  to  borrow  money 
from  him.  When  arrested,  a  vial,  some  pills,  and  a 
stethoscope  were  among  the  things  found  in  his  posses- 
sion. He  professed  that  his  invention  was  worth  about 
40,000?. 

Meeting  of  Creditors. — A  private  meeting  of  the 
creditors  of  Howard  Ephraim  Hall,  chemist  and  druggist, 
trading  as  E.  Hall  &  Son,  41  George  Street,  Luton,  was 
held  on  June  28,  when  Mr'.  S.  H.  Carr,  of  Sangers,  the 
largest  trade  creditor,  was  elected  to  the  chair.  A  state- 
ment of  affairs  was  presented,  which  had  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Keens,  I.A.,  29  King  Street,  Luton,  and 
this  showed  ranking  liabilities  of  944/.  18s.  The 
indebtedness  to  the  trade  was  878/.  4s.  8d.,  and  there 
were  unsecured  cash  creditors  for  66/.  13s.  4d.  In  addi- 
tion, there  were  fully-secured  creditors  for  423/.  17s.  8d., 
the  securities  held  being  valued  at  566/.  The  assets  were 
estimated  to  realise  930/.  3s.  9d.,  less  681.  7s.  for  pre- 
ferential claims,  leaving  net  assets  of  8611.  16s.  9d.,  or 
a  deficiency  of  851.  Is.  3d.  The  assets  were  as  follows  : 
Stock-in-trade,  fixtures,  fittings,  etc.,  at  cost,  1,250/., 
estimated  to  realise  700?.  ;  book  debts  expected  to  pro- 
duced 70/.  10s.  5d.  ;  rent  receivable,  171.  lis.  ;  and  sur- 
plus from  securities  in  the  hands  of  creditors,  fully 
secured,  142/.  2s.  Ad.  Mr.  Keens  explained  that  the  fully- 
secured  creditors  are  the  Bank  and  an  insurance  company. 
It  was  stated  that,  in  addition  to  the  assets  mentioned 
on  the  statement  of  affairs,  the  debtor  possessed  twenty 
preferential  shares  in  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd., 
and  also  some  stock  in  a  West  African  company.  The 
debtor  took  over  the  business  on  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1915.  He  received  nothing  from  the  father's  estate, 
but  was  entitled  to  purchase  the  business  for  700/.  and 
discharge  that  amount  by  a  cash  payment  of  400/.  and 
the  balance  by  instalments.  During  1915  the  turnover 
was  2,413/.,  in  the  following  twelve  months  it  increased 
to  2,700/.,  but  in  1917  it  dropped  to  2,096/.,  and  in  the 
succeeding  year  it  rose  again  to  2,665/.  During  1919  the 
sales  were  3,228/.  Up  to  June  of  the  present  year  the 
sales  have  been  a  little  less  than  1,000/.  The  premises 
were  held  at  a  rental  of  164/.  per  annum,  but  a  portion 
was  sublet.  Up  to  1916  the  takings  were  Zl.  per  week, 
but  since  that  date  they  had  been  from  4/.  to  5/.  weekly. 
Latterly  creditors  had  been  pressing,  and  a  deed  of  assign- 
ment had  already  been  executed,  but  not  registered.  After 
a  short  discussion,  the  creditors  decided  that  the  debtor 
should  execute  a  deed  of  assignment,  with  Mr.  Keens  and 
Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth,  Kimberley  House,  Holborn  Viaduct,. 
London,  E.C.,  as  joint  trustees. 


Australian  Import  Relaxations. — As  from  May  19,  the 
Australian  Government  has  removed  the  import  prohibi- 
tions hitherto  in  force  on  a  number  of  items,  including 
potable  spirits,  perfumed  spirits,  bay  rum,  cocoa  and 
chocolate,  confectionery,  perfumery,  sheep-dip,  alcohols 
and  ethers,  rennet,  calcium  carbide  and  many  other 
chemical  products,  paints  and  colours,  and  coal-tar  oils.

Mr.  G.  W.  Hawthorne,  Ainsworth  Pharmacy,  Belfast^ 
has  received  many  expressions  of  sympathy  on  the  death 
of  his  little  son,  who  only  survived  his  birth  by  a  few 
days. 

During  the  riot  in  Fermoy,  on  June  27,  the  establish- 
ments of  Dr.  Magmer,  Queen's  Square,  Mr.  D.  Flynn, 
Mr.  Joseph  Broderick,  and  Dr.  O'Brien  were  seriously 
damaged. 

Mr.  J.  Simpson,  R.D.,  will  shortly  open  a  drug-store 
at  Dungiven,  co.  Derry.  Mr.  Simpson  served  his  appren- 
ticeship with  the  late  Mr.  Josias  Peel,  Armagh,  and  has 
been  for  a.  number  of  years  with  J.  E.  O'Neill  &  Co.  at 
Maghera. 

At  Enniskillen  Quarter  Sessions,  on  June  28,  a  claim 
for  5,000?.  compensation  by  Mr.  Robert  iStevenson,  R.D., 
for  malicious  injury  to  his  drug-store  (6'.  <£•  D.,  May  22, 
p.  67)  at  Town  Hall  Street,  Enniskillen,  on  May  12,  was 
heard,  the  respondents  being  the  urban  council.  The 
claim  arose  out  of  the  destruction  of  the  income-tax  offices 
by  Sinn  Feiners.  Mr.  Stevenson's  shop  is  on  the  ground 
floor,  arid  his  stock  was  destroyed  by  water.  After  evi- 
dence, the  Judge  awarded  Mr.  Stevenson  1,550?.  Dr. 
J.  W.  Dickson,  Pettigo,  late  proprietor  of  the  Medical 
Hall,  and  the  owner  of  the  premises,  was  awarded  600/.

Brevities.

D.,G'.  Munro,  Conon  Bridge,  has  applied  to  the  Ross- 
shire  County  Council  for  a  licence  to  sell  agricultural 
poisons. 

Mr.  Sutherland,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  purchased 
the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  J.  Pike,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Eskbank.  Mr.  Sutherland  was  formerly  with 
Boots,  Ltd. 

Miss  Grace  C.  Leitch,  daughter  of  a  Scottish  pharma- 
cist, Mr.  David  Leitch,  recently  qualified  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  St.  Andrews  University.  Miss 
Le:tch  has  also  gained  the  M.A.,  with  honours  in  mathe- 
matics, and  the  B.Sc.  She  is  an  assistant  to  Professor 
Irvine  at  the  University. 

Having  paid  a  surcharge  of  3c/.  on  a  letter  addressed 
to  him  a  Scottish  pharmacist  found  the  contents  to  be 
a  typed  circular  letter  from  a  candidate,  soliciting  his 
vote  at  the  Executive  election!  "The  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  should  be  very  grateful  to  this  aspirant  for 
pharmaceutical  honours,"  caustically  adds  the  recipient. 

Not  long  ago  there  was  reported  in  this  column  the 
case  of  a  young  lady  who,  being  told  that  her  photographic 
film  had  emerged  from  development  a  perfect  blank,  re- 
plied :  '"There'll  be  nothing  to  pay,  then!"  The  con- 
troller of  a  large  photographic  business  remarked  the 
other  day  that  he  makes  it  a  rule  never  to  charge  in  such 
instances.    Is  this  practice  usual  ? 

After  play  for  the  President's  prize  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Golfing  Society  at  Crews  Hill,  Hertfordshire, 
on  June  24,  four  members — Messrs.  Mowat,  Duncan, 
MacDonald,  and  Main  (to  mention  them  in  order  of 
seniority) — drifted  into  a  four-ball  match  without  any  pre- 
arrangement.  After  a  time  they  discovered  that  they 
had  each  been  formerly  either  master  or  apprentice  at 
176  High  Street,  Elgin.  The  senior  of  the  four  had  been 
the  first  apprentice  to  serve  there;  the  next  in  years  had 
been  proprietor  for  some  time ;  the  third  had  served  his 
apprenticeship  to  the  second ;  and  the  fourth  had  recently 
disposed  of  the  business. 


.Edinburgh. 

Several  local  tradesmen  have  been  fined  for  failing  to 
close  their  shops  at  the  required  hour. 

A  licence  to  sell  a  fly-mixture  for  sheep  at  36  Constitu- 
tion Street,  Leith,  has  been  applied  for  by  the  Scottish 
Farm  and  Poidtry  Produce  Federation,  Ltd. 

Contending  that  portrait  photography  was  a  profession 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Finance  Act,  a  photographer 
named  Crooke  appealed  on  June  29  against  a  decision  of 
the  Income-Tax  Commissioners.  The  Court  of  Session, 
however,  held  that  photography  is  a  business,  and  refused 
the  appeal. 

In  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court,  on  June  25,  Nicholas 
France,  an  American  sailor,  appeared  on  an  indictment 
charging  him  with  culpable  homicide.  The  case  arose  out 
of  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  Ph.C.  (C.  &  D., 
May  1,  p.  78).  The  deceased's  son,  Mr.  W.  A.  B.  Cowie, 
stated  in  evidence  that  on  the  evening  of  April  26  an 
American  sailor  was  in  the  recess  behind  the  outside  door 
of  his  father's  premises  in  Clyde  Street.  His  father 
spoke  to  the  sailor,  who  was  preparing  to  leave,  when  the 
accused  appeared.  The  man  brandished  his  fists,  and 
there  was  the  sound  of  a  blow.  On  looking  round  witness 
saw  that  Mr.  Cowie-  was  leaning  against  the  wall  and 
seemed  to  be  dazed.  Accused  came  down  the  steps 
towards  Mr.  Cowie,  but  witness  caught  him  by  the  arm. 
The  other  sailor,  however,  put  his  arm  round  witness's 
neck,  forcing  him  to  release  his  grip.  The  accused  then 
struck  Mr.  Cowie  another  blow.  Medical  evidence  was 
given  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Cowie  suffered  from  an 
advanced  aneurism  of  the  aorta.  Professor  Harvey 
Littlejohn  expressed  the  view  that  Mr.  Cowie  was  on 
the  brink  of  death  :  he  might  have  died  at  any  moment, 
or  he  might  have  lived  a  month  or  two.  In  reply  to  the 
Judge,  the  Professor  said  he  thought  that  the  whole  cir- 
cumstances of  the  assault  were  the  cause  of  Mr.  Cowie's 
death.  The  jury  found  the  charge  of  homicide  not 
proved,  but  found  the  accused  guilty  of  assault.  The 
sheriff  pointed  out  that  the  assault  was  committed  upon 
an  inoffensiVe  citizen  by  the  accused  when  he  was  in  a 
state  of  drunkenness,  but  that  was  no  excuse  whatever. 
He  would,  however,  take  into  account  that  the,  accused 
had  been  two  months  in  prison,  and  pass  sentence  of  six 
months'  imprisonment,  to  run  from  the  date  of  appre- 
hension.

Notes. 

A  Candid  Opinion. 
Speaking  at  Cambridge  recently,  Mr.  George  Turner, 
O.B.E.,  said  that  he  had  come  from  a  very  unpleasant 
duty  connected  with  the  Profiteering  Committee.  The 
whole  Profiteering  Act  was  such  a  farce  that  really  it  was 
hard  work  to  force  oneself  to  attend  meetings  connected 
with  it.  They  on  the  Profiteering  Committee  had  seriously 
considered  the  question  as  to  whether  they  should  resign 
They  determined  not  to  do  so  just  yet,  but  to  await  the 
result  of  the  new  amending  Act. 

"Speculation  in  Soda." 
A  firm  of  solicitors,  writing  in  regard  to  the  report  of 
a  hearing  before  the  Complaints  Tribunal  of  the  Central 
Committee  (C.  <k  D..  June  12,  p.  52),  state  that  the 
Lame  Salt  and  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  is  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  Tinlings,  Ltd.,  although  the  officials  of  the 
respective  companies  are  acquainted,  as  they  have  offices 
in  the  same  building.  The  letter  adds  :  "  Mr.  Tinling 
had  no  authority  to  make  the  statements  concerning  our 
clients.  Our  clients  have  not  entered  into  any  contract 
or  negotiations  for  the  supply  of  soda  crystals  or  any 
of  their  products  with  Mr.  Tinling  or  Tinlings,  Ltd., 
or  anyone  on  their  behalf.  Our  clients  had  no  know- 
ledge, until  they  saw  the  report  in  your  paper,  of  the 
circular  sent  out  by  Tinlings,  Ltd." 

Appeal. 

The  appeal  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington,  chemist  and 
druggist,  15  High  Street,  Kensington,  London,  W., 
against  a  decision  of  the  local  Profiteering  Committee 
ordering  a  refund  of  5s.  and  recommending  a  prosecution 
(C.  &  D.,  May  1,  p.  69)  was  down  for  hearing  at  the 
sitting  of  the  London  Appeal  Committee  on  June  18. 
It  was  postponed,  however,  to  June  29,' when  Mr.  Walter 
Frampton,  barrister,  appeared  for  Mr.  Harrington,  and 
submitted  accountant's  figures  showing  the  establishment 
charges  and  other  details  of  the  business.  The  prescrip- 
tions in  question,  the  charge  for  which  amounted  to  9s., 
had  been  priced  on  the  flat-rate  system.  After  a  private 
discussion  the  chairman  announced  that  the  Committee 
considered  that  the  refund  ordered  by  the  Kensington 
'  Profiteering  Committee  was  excessive,  and  that  a  reason- 
able price  for  the  appellant  to  have  charged  for  the 
prescriptions  would  have  been  7s.  6d.  The  refund  was 
"therefore  reduced  to  Is.  6di. 

Complaint. 

Hampstead. — At  a  recent  sitting  of  the  Profiteering 
Committee,  Parke's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  were  summoned  to 
answer  a  complaint  for  selling  1  oz.  of  cream,  of  tartar  at 
a  local  branch  for  6d.  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs,  J. P.,  treasurer 
of  the  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists'  Association,  appeared 
for  the  respondents.  The  complainant  stated  that  on 
May  29  he -paid  6(7.  for  1  oz.  of  cream  of  tartar  at  the 
shop  in  question,  and  afterwards  he  purchased  a  similar 
quantity  at  a  competitive  shop  and  was  charged  3£d. 
He  further  stated  that  on  a  previous  occasion  he  had  been 
charged  more  than  bd.  at  Messrs.  Parke's.  Mr.  Higgs 
objected  to  this  remark  of  the  complainant,  as  he  was 
there  to  answer  a  complaint  of  charging  6d.  for  an  ounce, 
and  he  considered  it  most  irregular  for  the  complainant  to 
bring  in  other  complaints  against  the  respondents.  The 
chairman  allowed  the  objection.  In  reply  to  a  question 
by  Mr.  Higgs,  the  complainant  said  that  before  the  war 
he  had  paid  l^d.  for  1  oz.  of  cream  of  tartar.  Mr. 
Higgs,  addressing  the  Committee,  said  that  after  this 
admission  of  the  complainant  he  .(the  speaker)  could  put 
his  case  very  briefly;  for  since  cream  of  tartar  had  in- 
creased in  price  fourfold,  6d.  was  the  correct  charge, 
taking  the  same  ratio  of  profit.  He  put  in  the  London 
Chemists'  Retail  Price  List,  which  gave  the  price  at  6d. 
per  oz.,  and  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  that  the  prices 
were  so  arranged  in  this  list  that  none  of  them  showed  a 
larger  ratio  of  profit  than  in  1914.  A  member  of  the 
Committee  examined  the  list,  and  said  he  was  quite  satis- 
fied in  his  mind  as  to  the  bona  fides  of  it,  after  reading 


the  notes  constituting  the  preface.  Mr.  Higgs  said  he  was 
quite  prepared  to  put  in  invoices  and  wholesale  price-lists 
in  support  of  his  contention.  The  complaint  was  unani- 
mously dismissed. 

Proceedings  Tabulated. 

At  the  end  of  iast  year  we  gave  a  table  of  cases  heard, 
by  Committees  or  in  court,  under  the  Profiteering  Act 
(C.  &  D.,  1919,  p.  1494).  The  subjoined  list  continues 
the  record  to  the  end  of  June.  From  it  are  excluded 
(1)  cases  brought  against  tradesmen  other  than  chemists  or 
limited  companies  trading  as  chemists,  (2)  cases  withdrawn 
without  a  hearing,  (3)  cases  awaiting  the  decision  of  other 
authorities,  and  (4)  cases  in  which  the  statements  of 
the  complainants  were  not  accepted  by  the  Committees. 
The  complaints  now  tabulated  number  eighty-seven,  relat- 
ing to  a  total  retail  value  of  91.  10s.  ll±d.,  an  average  of 
2s.  2.34f/.  each.  (There  were  123  complaints  in  the  last 
quarter  of  1919.)  In  twenty-eight  of  these  cases  refunds 
were  given,  amounting  in  all  to  18s.  5d.,  or  9.64  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  in  respect  of  which  charges  of  profiteering 
were  brought.  Prosecutions  number  sixteen,  of  which 
seven  resulted  in  fines  and  nine  in  acquittals.

The  Value  of  Vitamines.— Colonel  R.  McCavrison, 
M.D.,  addressing  the  Research  Defence  Society  recently 
on  "Vitamines  in  their  Relation  to  Health,"  said  that 
people  must  be  told  that  their  money  would  yield  a 
higher  return  in  health  when  spent  on  wholemeal  bread, 
oranges,  apples,  etc.,  rather  than  on  sophisticated  foods, 
pastries,  and  sweetmeats ;  and  that  such  a  simple  prescrip- 
tion as  a  raw  egg  beaten  up  in  milk  was  an  infinitely 
better  tonic  than  many  much-advertised  Dlood-puTifiers. 


Medical  Benefit  Regulations 
(Scotland),  1920. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  Regula- 
tions (Scotland),  1920,  came  into  operation  on  July  1. 
In  previous  issues  (C.  &  D.,  1919,  p.  1500,  and  1920, 
p.  53)  we  gave  abstracts  of  corresponding  parts  of  the 
Draft  Regulations  for  England  and  Wales,  indicating  the 
alterations  from  the  Regu-lations  then  in  force.  We  have 
compared  the  Scottish  Regulations  with  those  referred  to, 
and  below  will  be  found  the  provisions  which  differ  essen- 
tially from  those  of  the  English  and  Welsh  schedules.  Ex- 
cept for  these  differences  (indicated  by  italics)  the  Regula- 
tions are  practically  identical  so  far  as  they  apply  to 
chemists.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Board  referred  to  in 
the  provisions  is  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health,  which,  in 
Scotland,  acts  for  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Prices  of  Drugs  and  Appliances. 
6.  For  the  purpose MDf  enabling  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  the  (Insurance)  Com- 
mittee shall,  after  consultation  with  the  Local  Medical  Com- 
mittee, the  Panel  Committee,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  for  approval  a  list 
(in  these  Regulations  referred  to  as  the  "  Drug  Tariff  ")  of 
the  prices  on  the  basis  of  which  the  sums  to  be  paid  for  drugs 
ordinarily  supplied  and  for  the  prescribed  appliances  are  to 
be  calculated.  The  prices  included  in  the  Drug  Tariff  may 
be  fixed  prices,  or  may  be  subject  to  monthly  or  other 
periodical  variations  to  be  determined  by  reference  to  fluc- 
tuations in  the  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances.  The  Drug  Tariff 
shall  also  include  a  method  by  which  payment  for  drugs  not 
mentioned  in  the  Tariff  is  to  be  calculated.  The  Drug  Tariff 
shall  have  effect  only  so  far  as  approved  by  the  Board. 

Arrangements  for  Supply  by  Practitioners  of  Drugs  and 
Appliances. 

10.  Where  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  an  insured 
person  by  reason  of  distance  or  inadequacy  of  means  of 
communication  will  have  serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  any 
necessary  drugs  or  appliances  from  a  chemist  on  the  list  of 
persons  supplying  drugs  and  appliances,  the  Committee  shall 
require  the  practitioner  in  whose  list  is  included  the 
insured  person  to  supply  to  that  person  until  further  notice 
such  drugs  and  appliances  as  aforesaid  (except  in  the  case 
of  a,  practitioner  who  is  not  in"  the  habit  of  dispensing  drugs 
for  patients  other  than  insured  persons,  and  provided  reason- 
able notice  be  given). 

Inquiries  Relating  to  Persons  Supplying  Drugs  or 
-  Appliances. 

64.  (1)  For  the  purpose  of  holding  an  inquiry  as1  _  to 
■whether  the  inclusion  or  continuance  of  a  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances  in  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs 
or  appliances  to  insured  persons  is  or  would  be  prejudicial ; 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  service  the  Board  shall  constitute  an 
Inquiry  Committee  composed  of  one  advocate  or  enrolled 
lata  agent  in  actual  practice,  and  two  other  persons  who, 
if  any  body  has  been  established  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Board,  shall  be  selected  from  that  body — and  of  whom  one 
at  least  shall  be  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Second  Schedule. 

The  second  schedule,  which  comprises  the  list  of  appliances, 
agrees  with  that  given  in  the  England  and  Wales  Regula- 
tions except  that  sublimate  cotton  wool  is  an  additional 
entry  in  the  Scottish  schedule,  while  jaconet,  carbolised  tow, 
and  suspensory  bandages  are  omitted. 

Insurance  Committees  have  had  their  attention  called, 
by  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health,  to  the  prohibition  of 
"Rept.  Mist."  in  the  new  Regulations.  A  deputy  or 
assistant  practitioner  (other  than  a  permanent  assistant 
whose  name  is  included  in  the  medical  list)  must  sign 
prescriptions,  etc.,  in  his  own  name,  in  addition  to  that 
of  the  practitioner  for  whom  he  is  acting  as  deputy  or 
assistant,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Checking  Bureau 
proposes  to  disallow  such  prescriptions  as  are  signed  only 
with  initials  after  July  1.  The  Board  has  also  fixed 
the!  date  for  sending  in  forms  for  checking  purposes  as 
the  eighth  day  of  the  month  following  that  in  which 
the  forms  have  been  dispensed.  Insurance  Committees 
have  been  asked,  therefore,  to  notify  chemists  of  this  de- 
cision, and,  in  the  event  of  any  chemist  failing  to  comply, 
a  deduction  will  be  made  from  the  sum  payable  to  him, 
the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Board.

Breacb  of  Warranty.— In  the  King's  Bench  Divi- 
sion, on  June  24,  R.  White  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  mineral-water 
manufacturers,  Neate  Street,  London,  S.E.  5,  were  sued 
by  Francesco  Camelo,  a  boy  aged  seven  (suing  through 
his  father),  for  damages  for  breach  of  warranty.  The 
defendants  denied  the  breach  and  repudiated  liability. 
The  evidence  showed  that  the  lad  drank  from  a  bottle 
containing  lemon-squash  manufactured  by  the  defendant 
company,  and  subsequently  became  ill.  The  bottle  was 
found  to  contain  a  dead  mouse.  Evidence  of  the  analysis 
of  the  contents  of  the  bottle  was  given  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Stokes,  F.I.C.,  the  Paddington  public  analyst.  A  very 
bad  smell  which  indicated  animal  matter  came  from  the 
bottle,  he  said.  A  microscope  revealed  hairs  in  masses 
which  were  the  hairs  of  a  mouse,  very  much  decomposed. 
In  fact,  the  contents  were  a  solution  of  mouse  and  lemon- 
squash.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Justice  Salter  held,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary  from  the  defendants, 
that  they  supplied  the  bottle  full  of  lemon-squash  with 
the  mouse  in  it.  The  result  was  a  breach  of  warranty. 
He  also  thought  the  mouse  could  not  have  remained  in 
the  bottle  without  some  lack  of  car©  in  examination  of 
the  bottles  before  their  despatch.  He  gave  judgment  for 
the  father  for  the  expenses  he  had  incurred  for  11?.  7s.  6d., 
and  for  the  boy  for  15/. 

Syphon  Accounts.  — At  Wandsworth  County  Court, 
on  June  21,  the  Pure  Water  Co.,  Battersea,  sued  Norring- 
ton  &  Son,  grocers,  Cheam,  for  141.,  the  value  of  syphons 
and  cases  not  'returned.  Plaintiffs  stated  in  1900  they 
started  supplying  defendants  with  syphons  in  cases,  and 
continued  doing  so  until  business  between  the  parties 
ended,  by  which  time  there  were  left  in  the  possession  of 
defendants  239  syphons  valued  at  2s.  6d.  each,  and  twenty 
cases  valued  at  4s.  each.  A  monthly  account  was  rendered 
regularly,  showing  the  balance  due,  and  a  claim  for  the 
return  of  the  goods  was  made  in  March  1919.  Mr. 
Lowton,  for  the  plaintiffs,  asked  for  an  order  for  the 
return  of  the  goods,  or  alternatively  allow  2s.  6d.  for  each 
syphon  and  4s.  on  each  case.  Mr.  Plumridge,  a  book- 
keeper in  plaintiffs'  employ,  said  that  formal  application 
was  made  by  letter  for  the  return  of  the  syphons,  first  in 
March  1919,  and  then  in  June  1919.  There  were  stili 
outstanding  239  syphons  and  twenty  cases.  The  value  of 
each  syphon  was  4s.  Q±d.t  and  the  value  of  each  case  was 
10s.  Cross-examined,  witness  could  not  say  exactly  what 
they  charged  customers  for  syphons  in  1900,  but  he 
thought  the  same  as  to-day.  He  did  not  agree  that  in 
1901  they  charged  Is.  for  syphons  not  returned.  For  the 
defendants,  Mr.  Marriott  claimed  that  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  applied  in  this  case.  It  came  as  a  particular 
hardship  to  have  such  a  claim  put  forward.  Defendants 
had  sent  out  the  syphons  without  charging,  and  now  they 
were  victimised  by  having  that  claim.  Plaintiffs  tried  to 
claim  in  detinue.  He  asked  his  Honour  to  say  that  each 
year  stood  on  its  own  merits.  After  hearing  defendants' 
evidence,  his  Honour  said  it  was  quite  clear  that  there 
had  been  a  running  account  since  1900,  and  that  the 
statute  did  not  apply.  Judgment  would  be  for  plaintiffs 
for  amount  claimed. 

Saccharin  Deals. —  In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on 
June  22,  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt  heard  an  action  by  Nicol 
Leon  Scaliaris  against  E.  Ofverberg  &  Co.,  St.  Swithin's 
Lane,  E.C.,  to  recover  an  amount  paid  in  respect  of  a  deal 
in  saccharin  and  damages  for  breach  of  contract.  Plain- 
tiff's case  was  that  he  purchased  from  defendants  1,200  lb. 
of  saccharin  in  August  1918,  the  saccharin  being  Monsanto 
brand,  550  strength,  f.o.b.  New  York,  at  40  dollars  a  lb., 
less  2  per  cent.  Plaintiff  paid  defendants  13,382/.  for 
the  saccharin,  251/.  freight,  362?.  insurance,  and  also  duty 
at  132s.  a  lb.  The  saccharin  was  delivered,  but  400  lb. 
was  net  Monsanto  brand.  Plaintiff  bought  for  resale  as 
Monsanto  brand,  and  in  September  sold  to  Messrs.  Gaston, 
Williams  &  Wigmore,  with  a  warranty  that  it  was  Mon- 
santo brand.  It  was  delivered  and  the  buyers  paid  plain- 
tiff. The  buyers,  however,  rejected  400  lb.  and  claimed 
repayment  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  Monsanto  brand. 
The  matter  went  to  arbitration  and  the  umpire  held  that 


the  delivery  was  not  a  good  and  valid  delivery,  and  Gaston, 
Williams  &  Wigmore  were  entitled  to  repayment.  The 
award  was  stated  as  a  special  case,  and  coming  before 
Mr.  Justice  Bailhache,  was  upheld  by  that  judge.  The 
defence  was  that  plaintiff  had  the  right  to  examine  the 
goods  at  Glasgow.  Plaintiff,  however,  took  possession  at 
Glasgow  and  failed  to  examine  before  reselling.  De- 
fendants therefore  contended  that  plaintiff  had  no  right 
to  complain  later  when  the  goods  arrived  in  London.  It 
was  no  answer,  defendants  contended,  to  say  that  it  was 
more  convenient  to  examine  in  London.  Mr.  Justice 
Rowlatt  said  he  was  of  opinion  the  buyer  was  entitled  to 
reject  the  goods.  The  contract  was  for  Monsanto  brand 
saccharin,  and  the  rejected  goods,  though  they  were  of 
Monsanto  manufacture,  had  been  sold  for  shipment  to 
another  firm  which  had  put  its  own  label  on  them.  Goods 
of  manufacturers'  brand  meant  goods  of  the  brand  applied 
by  the  manufacturers,  and  therefore  the  rejected  goods 
were  not  the  goods  bought.  With  regard  to  the  question 
of  inspection,  the  goods  were  put  on  board  for  Liverpool, 
but  went  to  Glasgow,  which  was  not  a  saccharin  port, 
and  the  saccharin  got  put  off  its  route  by  going  to 
Glasgow.  The  question  was  whether  the  buyer  in  the 
circumstances  had  a  reasonable  opportunity  for  examina- 
tion. His  lordship  thought  the  buyer  could  treat  the  goods 
as  still  in  transit  as  between  himself  and  his  purchaser  for 
this  purpose  till  they  got  to  London.  In  his  judgment, 
plaintiff  examined  at  the  first  reasonable  opportunity  and 
was  entitled  to  reject.  There  would  be  judgment  for 
plaintiff  for  an  amount  to  be  agreed  between  the  pasties, 
with  liberty  to  apply  to  the  court  if  no  agreement  was 
reached. — In  the  King's  Bench  Division,  on  June  29,  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  heard  an  action  brought  by  Brotherton- 
Ratcliffe  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Winchester  House,  E.C.,  against 
Yankee,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Manchester,  the  plaintiffs 
claiming  4,090/.  as  damages  for  alleged  breach  of  con- 
tract to  take  deliveries  of  saccharin  sold  to  them  by  the 
plaintiffs.  Mr.  J.  G.  Trapnell,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said 
the  contract  was  made  in  September  1918,  and  was  for 
the  sale  by  the  plaintiffs  to  the  defendants  of  500  lb.  of 
saccharin  at  261s.  per  lb.,  deliveries  in  October.  At  this 
time  saccharin  was  rather  a  luxury.  Only  100  lb.  was 
taken  by  the  defendants.  Plaintiffs  pressed  them  to 
take  further  deliveries,  and  gave  them  up  to  January, 
by  which  time  saccharin  was  worth  only  59s.,  instead 
of  261s.  As  defendants  would  not  take  delivery  the 
goods  had  to  be  afterwards  got  rid  of  in  small  quantities 
at  low  prices.  Defendants  admitted  they  made  the  con- 
tract to  purchase  the  saccharin  from  the  plaintiffs,  but 
they  said  it  was  conditional  upon  plaintiffs  taking  from 
them  saccharin  tablets,  which  would  be  manufactured  by 
the  defendants  out  of  the  saccharin  purchased,  up  to 
2,000,000  tablets  per  week,  at  14s.  9d.  per  thousand. 
Defendants  further  said  the  manufacture  of  the  tablets 
was  to  commence  when  they  received  from  the  plaintiffs 
the  formula  from  which  they  were  to  be  made.  They 
alleged  that  they  did  manufacture  tablets,  of  which  the 
plaintiffs  took  300,000,  but  refused  to  take  further  de- 
liveries, and,  therefore,  they  (defendants)  were  excused 
from  any  obligation  to  take  saccharin  from  the  plaintiffs. 
Defendants  also  counterclaimed  for  damages.  As  to  the 
500,000  tablets,  continued  counsel,  the  plaintiffs  found 
they  were  quite  useless,  and  accordingly  rejected  them. 
Far  from  pressing  the  plaintiffs  to  take  deliveries,  the 
defendants  were  satisfied  with  the  plaintiffs'  refusal,  and 
said  they  would  do  their  best  to  get  rid  of  them.  Mr. 
James  Knight  Trench,  plaintiffs'  manager,  said  the  con- 
tract to  take  the  tablets  was  not  made  until  after  the 
sale  of  the  saccharin.  When  the  500, COO  tablets  were 
sent  plaintiffs  found  them  quite  unsuitable,  owing  to 
their  make  and  strength,  and  cancelled  the  order.  Asked 
in  cross-examination  what  were  the  prices  of  saccharin 
at  different  times,  witness  said  they  were  given  in  the 
market  reports  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which  was 
the  recognised  authority.  These  were  produced,  and 
witness  gave  the  required  information.  Mr.  H.  Morris, 
for  the  defence,  said  the  defendants,  through  their  manag- 
ing director,  had  been  buying  small  quantities  of  saccharin 
of  50  lb.  at  a  time.  It  was  not  until  September  25,  after 
apparently  someone  in  the  plaintiffs'  office  had  noticed 
that   the  defendants   were   manufacturers  of  saccharin 
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tablets  that  they  suggested  defendants  should  manu- 
facture these  tablets  for  them.  Mr.  Knight  Trench  said 
his  company  were  doing  a  big  trade  in  saccharin  tablets, 
selling  six  or  seven  millions  per  week,  and  they  could 
take  from  them  two  to  three  millions  a  week.  Know- 
ing plaintiffs  were  going  to  take  that  quantity,  defendants 
gave  the  order.  Mr.  James  Holland,  managing  director 
of  the  defendant  company,  gave  evidence,  and,  in  cross- 
examination,  denied  that  they  were  importers  of  glucose, 
sugar  of  milk,  syrup,  or  saccharin.  The  statement  that 
they  imported  those  articles  appeared  on  their  bill-heads, 
but  that  meant  they  were  in  a  position  to  receive  inquiries 
for  them.  Giving  judgment,  his  lordship  said  he  was 
sorry  for  the  defendants,  because  they  appeared  to  have 
entered  into  the  contract  without  quite  appreciating  the 
contract  they  were  making.  Of  course,  at  the  time  they 
made  the  contract  the  world-war  was  still  raging,  and 
there  was  no  prospect  of  the  storm  clearing  away,  with 
its  consequent  effect  upon  markets.  The  plaintiffs'  right 
of  action  was  established,  and  there  must  be  judgment 
for  them  for  4.090?.,  with  costs,  and  the  counterclaim 
failed. 

Bottle  Contract, —  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt,  in  the 
Commercial  Court  of  the  High  Court,  on  June  28, 
heard  an  action  by  the  Chemists'  Manufacturing 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Newington  Causeway,  against  Owens 
&  Co.,  Temple  Chambers,  Temple  Avenue,  London, 
E.C.,  for  damages  for  alleged  breach  of  contract 
to  deliver  glass  bottles.  Mr.  Raeburn,  K.C.,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  his  clients  were  the  purchasers,  under  a 
contract,  of  a  quantity  of  glass  bottles  and  glasses  of  a 
medicinal  character.  There  were  no  deliveries  at  all  under 
the  contract,  which  defendants  repudiated.  Plaintiffs 
claimed  for  the  difference  between  what  they  would  have 
to  pay  for  the  glass  bottles  from  someone  else  and  the 
contract  price,  a  sum  of  257?.  The  defence  was  that 
there  was  no  contract  at  all,  that  there  was  no 
misunderstanding  of  the  contract  within  Section  4 
of  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  and  that  a  reason- 
able time  for  delivery  had  not  expired.  As  to  these 
differences,  said  counsel,  the  contract  was  contained  in 
the  correspondence,  and  was  for  delivery  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  four  to  six  weeks  from  September  1919. 
Defendants,  having  repudiated  the  contract,  could  not 
now  say  that  reasonable  time  for  delivery  had  not  expired. 
The  hearing  was  continued  on  Tuesday.  Mr.  Robertson, 
for  the  defence,  agreed  that  there  could  not  be  a  con- 
tract until  defendants  had  accepted  plaintiffs'  order'.  No- 
where in  the  correspondence  was  there  any  letter  of 
acceptance.  On  September  22  defendants  plainly  refused 
to  bind  themselves,  and  in  no  subsequent  letter  was  there 
anything  to  show  that  defendants  accepted  the  terms  of 
any  order.  Though  defendants  were  doing  their  best  to 
supply  plaintiffs,  there  was  no  obligation  on  plaintiffs  to 
accept  anything  they  sent,  and  there  never  was  any  con- 
tract. Giving  judgment,  on  July  1,  his  lordship  held 
that  there  was  no  contract  at  all.  The  action  failed,  and 
must  be  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Acid  Tonic. — In  the  King's  Bench  Division,  on  June  24, 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  heard  an  action  brought  by  Isaac 
Fairman,  29  Sonning  Buildings,  Bethnal  Green,  against 
William  Fox  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  chemists,  109  Bethnal  Green 
Road,  London,  N.E.  Plaintiff  claimed  damages  for  the 
Buffering  he  had  undergone  because  of  the  alleged  negli- 
gence of  the  defendants  or  their  servants,  and  for  damages 
for  breach  of  warranty  of  description.  Defendants  denied 
the  negligence  and  repudiated  the  claim  for  alleged  breach 
of  warranty.  Plaintiff's  case  was  that  he  purchased  a 
bottle  of  quinine-and-iron  tonic  from  the  defendants'  shop, 
and  after  taking  a  dose  became  very  ill  and  unconscious. 
The  liquid  contained  8£  per  cent,  of  hydrochloric  acid. 
Defendants  denied  that  the  liquid  was  purchased  from 
them.  Mr,  Louis  Green  said  plaintiff  was  a  porter  em- 
ployed at  a  cinema  at  the  Cambridge  Music  Hall.  In  June 
last,  being  run  down,  he  called  at  the  defendants'  shop 
and  purchased  a  bottle  of  their  "  quinine-and-iron  tonic." 
Taking  it  to  his  room  in  the  music  hall  he  took  a  dose 
and  at  once  felt  queer  and  became  unconscious.  His 
friend,  a  man  named  Bracey,  also  had  a  dose  and  was 


taken  ill.  The  next  day  plaintiff  and  Bracey  called  at 
the  defendants'  shop  and  saw  Mr.  Fox.  They  told  him 
about  the  matter,  and  eventually  the  mixture  was  sent 
for  analysis.  It  was  found  to  contain  8^  per  cent,  of 
hydrochloric  acid.  Plaintiff  .was  ill  and  unable  to  work 
for  a  long  time.  Plaintiff,  in  the  witness-box,  said  he 
purchased  the  bottle  of  quinine-and-iron  tonic  for  6^d. 
It  was  sealed  and  wrapped  up.  Counsel  :  When  you  took 
it  what  happened  ? — I  came  over  giddy  and  felt  very 
queer.  Then  I  felt  so  ill  that  I  lay  on  the  floor  and 
became  unconscious.  Plaintiff  said  he  went  round  next 
day  with  Bracey  to  the  defendants'  shop  and  saw  a 
gentleman  he  thought  was  Mr.  Fox.  Bracey  told'  how 
the  mixture  had  made  them  both  ill,  and-  Mr.  Fox  asked 
for  the  bottle.  He  looked  at  it  and,  placing  a  tablet  into 
his  mouth,  took  a  sip  at  the  bottle.  He  said  :  "  There 
is  nothing  the  matter  with  this.  If  there  is,  it  must  have 
been  put  into  a  dirty  bottle  by  my  workpeople  or  they 
did  not  shake  up  the  pail  in  which  the  stuff  was  made  in 
bulk."  Mr.  Fox  also  said  :  "It  has  taken  me  four  or 
five  years  to  advertise  this  tonic  and  I  do  not  want  to  lose 
my  trade.'"  Plaintiff  added  that  Mr.  Fox  offered  Bracey 
13s.  6d.  and  said  he  would  settle  up  with  the  plaintiff 
later.  Plaintiff  added  that  the  contact  of  the  acid  with 
his  throat  caused  an  abscess  which  had  to  be  lanced  at 
the  local  hospital.  Mr.  Artemus  Jones,  K.O.  (for  the 
defendants)  :  You  clean  brass  while  you  are  at  work  and 
use  spirits  of  salts  ?— No,  I  always  use  "  Bluebell  "  polish. 
Did  not  Mr.  Fox  say  "  This  stuff  never  came  from  this 
shop  "  ? — I  don't  recollect  it.  Didn't  he  say  "It  is  made 
in  three-gallon  lots,  and  if  there  is  anything  wrong  other 
people  would  have  been  poisoned  as  well  as  you"? — No. 
Didn't  you  say  "  What  are  you  going  to  do  ? — we  have  lost 
a  day's  work  "  ? — No.  Didn't  he  say  he  was  sorry  that 
you  had  lost  a  day's  work  and  offered  to  make  up  that  to 
you? — Yes.  He  offered  13s.  6d.  to  Bracey.  Albert 
Bracey,  of  Essex  Street,  Kingsland  Road,  said  he  sipped 
the  bottle  of  tonic  that  Fairman  purchased,  "  in  a  friendly 
way,"  and  soon  felt  very  ill.  He  lay  down -on  a  form  for 
an  hour,  during  which  time  the  plaintiff  was  unconscious. 
Witness  felt  a  burning  in  his  throat.  Replying  to  Mr. 
Jones,  witness  admitted  that  Mr.  Fox  said  "  This  stuff 
did  not  come  from  this  shop"  ;  but  he  also  said  "  It  may 
have  been  put  in  a  dirty  bottle."  Mr.  Alfred  Walter 
Stokes,  public  analyst,  said  he  examined  the  liquid  the 
plaintiff  said  he  purchased  from  defendants,  and  found  it 
contained  85  per  cent,  of  hydrochloric  acid  (or  spirit  of 
salt).  Mr.  Charles  William  Norman  Fox,  chemist  and 
druggist,  a  director  of  the  defendant  company,  said  that 
his  company  had  been  established  for  upwards  of  110 
years.  When  the  plaintiff  came  to  the  shop  with'  his 
complaint  about  the  tonic,  witness  tasted  the  mixture  and 
found  it  was  extremely  acid.  He  at  once  said  "  This 
could  not  have  come  from  this  shop."  The  plaintiff  per- 
sisted that  he  bought  the  stuff  from  the  shop,  and  witness 
called  his  assistant,  who  said  he  had  sold  a  number  of 
bottles  and  could  not  recollect  whether  he  sold  one  to 
plaintiff.  Witness  said  "It  is  an  extraordinary  thing. 
We  only  make  this  up  in  three-gallon  lots,  and  if  there 
is  anything  wrong  with  it  we  should  have  complaints  from 
other  people."  Witness  opened  other  bottles  of  the  liquid 
and  found  them  to  be  quite  all  right.  He  was  sure  he 
said  nothing  about  a  dirty  bottle.  It  was  plaintiff  who 
suggested  that  the  stuff  might  have  been  put  into  a  dirty 
bottle,  and  witness  said  that  could  not  be,  as  all  bottles 
were  properly  cleaned  before  being  filled.  The  Lord 
Chief  Justice  :  A  dirty  bottle  would  not  have  8|  per  cent, 
of  hydrochloric  acid  in  it  without  it  being  noticed  ? — Oh, 
no.  Witness  added  that  he  did  offer  the  two  men  5s. 
each  as  they  said  they  had  lost  a  day's  work  and  were 
old  customers.  The  formula  from  which  the  tonic  was 
made  had  been  in  his  firm  for  years.  They  always  made 
up  quantities  of  three  gallons  in  a  stone  jar,  usually  one 
lot  per  week,  but  in  June  1919,  as  the  stuff  had  a  good 
sale,  they  were  making  three  lots  per  week.  He  had 
received  no  other  complaints  about  the  tonic,  and  every 
bottle  in  the  shop  and  store  had  been  examined  and 
found  to  be  quite  right.  Replying  to  Mr.  Green,  wit- 
ness said  he  failed  to  understand  how  such  a  quantity  of 
hydrochloric  acid  could  have  got  into  the  plaintiff's  bottle 
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He  was  sure  it  never  got  into  the  bottle  while  it  'was  in 
the  shop.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  he  thought  there 
was  no  dispute  that  the  plaintiff  had  purchased  the  bottle 
of  fluid  from  the  defendants'  shop.  Mr.  Louis  Green 
(to  Mr.  Fox)  :  Is  it  jour  case  that  somebody  must  have 
put  the  acid  into  the  bottle  after  it  left  your  premises  ? 
— Certainly.  Can  you  understand  how  it  was  that  the 
plaintiff  got  the  acid  into  his  mouth  if  he  did  not  get  it 
from  the  bottle  ? — No.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  How  do 
the  defendants  suggest  that  the  acid  got  into  the  bottle 
if  it  was  not  there  when  the  bottle  left  the  shop  ? — Mr. 
Fox  :  I  can't  understand  it.  Witness  added  that  hydro- 
chloric acid  was  used  in  the  tonic  to  the  extent  of  six 
drachms  to  three  gallons  to  dissolve  the  quinine.  Mr. 
Ernest  R.  Fox,  another  director  of  the  defendant  company, 
spoke  to  making  the  mixture  up.  He  denied  that  it  was 
possible  for  such  a  large  quantity  of  acid  to  get  into  the 
tonic  in  that  particular  bottle.  Mrs.  Ada  Cornelius,  who 
for  many  years  had  been  forewoman  in  the  defendant's 
bottling  and  packing  department,  said  the  bottles  were 
always  carefully  cleaned  before  being  used.  The  Court 
also  heard  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Wm.  Henrv  Brooks,  de- 
fendants' storekeeper,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tickle,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,  analyst,  Exeter.  In  his  judgment,  his  lordship 
said  that  the  only  question  he  had  to  consider  was  one  of 
damages.  On  the  evidence,  he  was  bound  to  hold  that  the 
plaintiff  purchased  the  bottle  of  fluid  with  the  acid  in  it 
from  defendants'*  shop.  He  could  not  say  how  the  acid 
got  into  the  bottle.  The  defendant  firm  was  110  years 
old  and  was  of  high  reputation,  and  nothing  that  had  been 
said  in  that  case  should  be  allowed  to  reflect  upon  the 
way  they  conducted  their  business,  for  he  could  see  various 
ways  in  which  mistakes  could  occur  in  times  of  great 
pressure.  Still,  defendants  were  responsible.  As  to  the 
damages,  they  could  not  be  heavy  as  the  plaintiff  had  not 
suffered  much  from  the  effects  of  the  acid.  He  would 
give  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  20?.,  and  costs.

Brief  reference  was  made  to  the  British 
Potash  Company,  the  chairman  intimating  that  they  were 
still  in  the  middle  of  important  negotiations,  which  would 
no  doubt  result  in  a  considerable  change  in  the  position 
of  the  company.  Sir  Arthur  Duckham,  K.C.B.,  seconded 
the  motion,- and  Mr.  Kenneth  M.  Chance  (managing  direc- 
tor) gave  a  review  of  the  operations  during  the  year.  He 
felt  confident  the  company  would  be  capable  of  meeting 
any  competition  that  came  along,  whether  from  Germany 
or  elsewhere,  so  long  as  their  efforts  were  not  frustrated 
either  by  unfair  taxation  or  by  impossible  restrictions  on 
trade  imposed  by  the  Government.  With  regard  to 
potash,  they  had  made  a  great  deal  of  progress,  and  not 
only  had  the  output  been  increased,  but  the  methods  of 
manufacture  had  been  greatly  improved,  together  with 
the  quality  of  the  finished  product.  Unfortunately,  the 
Government  has  taken  rather  too  fatherly  an  interest  in 
the  potash  industry,  and  its  latest  display  of  affection  has 
taken  the  form  of  prohibiting  the  export  of  potash  except 
under  licence,  while,  since  the  Sankey  decision  in  the 
Brown  and  Forth  ease,  imports  are  absolutely  unre- 
stricted. The  manufacture  of  potash  in  this  country, 
therefore,  finds  itself  open  to  attack  from  the  natural 
sources  of  supply  of  Germany  and  France,  who  are  free 
to  send  over  as  much  as  they  like,  while  the  company, 
on  the  other  hand,  cannot  retaliate  by  taking  advantage 
of  the  high  prices  ruling  in  other  countries  because  exports 
are  prohibited.  It.  is  a  curious  way  of  helping  a  new 
industry,  is  it  not?  said  Mr.  Chance,  who  wound  up  an 
interesting  speech  with  the  remark  that  he  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  be  optimistic  now,  when  one  of  the  chief  sources 
of  revenue  in  this  country  is  derived  from  a  tax  which 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  himself  has  described  as 
unjust,  when  money  is  being  squandered  by  the  Govern- 
ment on  an  appalling  scale  at  a  time  when  economy  is  the 
only  hope,  and  when  the  extravagance  of  the  Government 
is  neglected  in  every  business  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
excess  profits  duty.   The  report  and  accounts  were  adopted.

The  chairman  and  Messrs.  Arthur,  W.  L.  Currie, 
Forbes,  Irvine,  and  McNab  were  appointed  an  Educa- 
tion Committee  to  deal  with  the  remit  as  to  the  Scottish 
Education  Act  and  other  matters  relating  to  pharmaceuti- 
cal education  and  a  degree  in  pharmacy,  Mr.  Arthur  to 
be  convener.  The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  and 
Messrs.  Forbes,  McMillan,  and  McNab  were  appointed 
an  Examinations  Committee  to  co-operate  with  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  any  arrangements 
required  under  the  abnormally  large  entrances  for'  the 
Qualifying  examination,  the  chairman  to  be  convener. 

The  chairman  and  vice-chairman  and  Messrs.  Forbes, 
Guthrie,  and  Murray  were  appointed  a  Committee  for 
Allocation  of  Students  and  Recognition  of  Training  In- 
stitutions, the  chairman  to  be  convener. 

Major  Examination  Syllabus. 
There  was  submitted  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the 
Council's  Ministry  of  Health  Committee,  in  which  a  new 
scheme  for  the  Major  examination  was  included.  It  was 
explained  that  under  existing  legislation  there  was  no 
proper  regulation  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  elsewhere 
than  in  an  open  retail  shop.  The  development  and 
organisation  of  a  Public  Health  service  involved  new 
requirements  which  the  amended  syllabus  was  designed  to 
meet  so  that  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  allied  ser- 
vices, such  as  x-ray  work  and  pathological  laboratory 
work,  might  advantageously  be  undertaken-  by  a  person 
holding  the  Major  qualification.  An  important  question 
that  had  been  raised  was  the  position  of  dispensers  in 
public  institutions  who  at  the  present  time  held  the  Minor 
qualification.  It  had  been  suggested  that  the  scheme 
might  be  modified  so  as  to  permit  of  such  pharmacists 
taking  a  qualification  in  the  extra  subjects  without  being 
required  to  pass  the  Major  examination. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Bill. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Bill, 
in  which  various  points  requiring  attention  were  indicated. 
In  Clause  2,  Sub-Clause  (1),  there  was  a  restriction  on 
the  export  of  raw  opium  except  under  licence  and  from 
approved  ports.  A  question  might  be  raised  as  to  whether 
this  affected  the  supplying  of  medicine-chests  for  the  Mer- 
cantile Marine.    The  points  arose  chiefly,  however,  under 


Part  III.  of  the  Bill.      One  general  objection  was  the 
apparent  complete  ignoring  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and 
the  position  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its  capacity 
as  expert  adviser  as  to  what  constituted  dangerous  drugs 
or  poisons  and  as  to  the  framing  of  suitable  regulations  for 
the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  compounding  of  such  dan- 
gerous drugs  or  poisons.    It  was  no  new  thing  for  the 
Society  to  be  constrained  to  offer  strenuous  opposition  to 
regulations  or  restrictions  proposed  by  Government  De- 
partments which  frequently  involved  most  harassing  and, 
from  the  object  aimed  at,  futile  restrictions  and  so-called 
merely  mechanical  safeguards.  It  might  be  necessary  again 
to  assert  the  fundamental  principle  on  which  all  wise  legis- 
lation regarding  dangerous  drugs  must  be  based — namely, 
the  education  and  qualification  of  the  vendor  as  the  only 
really  effective  means  of  securing  public  safety.  Another 
general  objection  was  that  the  Bill  proposed  to  put  it 
in  the  power  of  the  King,  by  Order  in  Council,  practically 
indefinitely  to  extend  the  list  of  substances  to  which  all 
these  restrictions  and  regulations  would  apply.    It  ap- 
peared highly  necessary  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  have  a  right  to  be  consulted  before 
any  substance  is  added  to  the  list  and  before  any  scheme 
of  licensing  or  any  regulations  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Bill  are  sanctioned.    Unless  this  was  done  the  statu- 
tory functions  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  under  Sec- 
tions 2  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  appeared  in 
grave  danger  of  being  superseded,  and  the  undesirable 
position  would  arise  of  two  distinct  authorities  consider- 
ing and  determining  what  are  dangerous  substances  giving 
rise  to  public  danger  and  consequently  requiring  to  be 
'  placed  under  statutory  restrictions  and  regulations.  Under 
Clause  7,  Sub-Clause  (1),  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b),  there 
seemed  a  probability  of  very  serious  interference  with  the 
business  of  every  retail  pharmacy  where  preparations  of 
drugs  were  constantly  manufactured.    Paragraph  (c),  re- 
lating to  medical  practitioners  and  prescriptions  and  dis- 
pensing, suggested  the  need   for  a  definite  precaution 
against  the  quite  misleading  idea  that  some  absolute  pro- 
tection lay  in  the  fact  that  a  substance  could  only  be 
supplied  by   medical  prescription.    A  medical  prescrip- 
tion offered  no  better  protection  than  that  furnished  by 
a  qualified  and.  responsible  pharmacist.    It  was  necessary 
to  protect  the  right  of  the  public  to  obtain  any  drug  for 
a  legitimate  purpose,  and  the  right  of  any  pharmacist 
to  supply  any  drug  for  a  legitimate  purpose,  without  the 
necessity  of  a  medical  prescription,  which  in  no  sense 
secured  any  protection  greater  than  that  furnished  by 
the  restriction  to  duly  trained  and  qualified  pharmacists 
of  the  dispensing  and  supplying  of  medicines.  Indeed, 
there  was  really  less  protection,  because  there  was  no 
means  of  checking  whether  a  prescription  had  really  been 
issued  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner.    This  was 
a  point  of  sharp  contention  when  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1868  was  discussed  in  Parliament,   and  the  decision  in 
Parliament  conserved  the  right  of  the  public  to  obtain 
medicines,  and  of  the  pharmacist  to  supply  medicines, 
without  the  necessity  of  a  medical  prescription.  Under 
Clause  10,  if  passed,  there  would  be  power  for  any  pro- 
perly authorised  person  to   inspect   pharmacies  and  to 
demrnd  to  see  the  Poison  Register,  and  that  power  did 
not  exist  under  present  legislation.    Clause  14,  the  in- 
terpretation clause,    raised  certain   points  of  difficulty. 
Medicinal  opium  was  defined  as  raw  opium  which  has 
been  artificially  dried.    That  was  a  new  and  very  re- 
stricted definition.    The  British   Pharmacopoeia  defined 
opium,    presumably  medicinal   opium,    as  it  is  usually 
found  in  commerce — namely,   the  juice  of   the  poppy 
capsule  inspissated  by  spontaneous  evaporation.    If  this 
new  definition  became  law,  fhey  would  be  harassed  quiter 
unduly  in  the   making  of  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
such  as  tincture  of  opium,  which  was  always  made  from 
the  undried  gum-opium  and  standardised  according  to  the 
pharmacopceial  process.    Another  difficulty  was  raised  by 
the  definition  of  raw  opium  as  powdered  opium.  Would 
that  include  the  powdered  opium  used  in  pharmacy  as 
medicinal  opium  ?    There  was  obviously  great  need  for  a 
reconsideration  of  these  definitions  to  prevent  confusion. 

After  discussion,  it  was  agreed  to  communicate  with  the 
Council  on  the  lines  indicated. 
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Sheep-dipping  Orders. 


The  "London  Gazette"  of  June  25  contains  an  Order 
of  the  -Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animal  Acts,  which  requires  the  double- 
dipping  of  sheep  within  areas  to  which  the  Order  applies. 
"  Double-dipping  "  means  that  in  the  areas  referred  to 
sheep  must  be  dipped  twice  with  an  interval  of  not  less 
than  seven  or  more  than  fourteen  days  between  the 
dippings,  by  a  thorough  immersion  in  a  sheep-dip 
approved  for  sheep-scab  "  or  purporting  to  be  so 
approved."  An  inspector  of  the  local  authority  may  take 
samples  of  the  dip  which  is  being  or  has  been  used  for 
dipping  sheep,  and  power  of  entry  to  premises  is  given. 
One  clause  of  the  Order  dealing  with  the  "  mixing  of 
dips  "  is  as  follows  : 

Sheep  shall  not  be  regarded  as  having  been  efficiently 
dipped  under  this  Order  unless  the  bath  in  which  they  are 
dipped  is  composed  of  at  least  one  efficient  sheep-dip  in 
the  proportions  at  which  the  dip  is  approved  by  the 
Minister  for  sheep-scab.  In  cases  where  two  or  more 
approved  dips  are  used  the  resulting  bath  must  be  so  com- 
posed that  the  total  volume  is  not  more  than  is  required 
for  the  dilution  of  one  of  the  dips  in  the  proportions  in 
which  that  dip  was  approved  by  the  Minister  for  sheep- 
scab. 

On  the  same  date  (June  18)  was  issued  the  Sheep- 
scab  Order,  1920,  under  which  notice  has  to  be  given  to 
the  Police  where  sheep  are  suspected  of  being  affected 
with  sheep-scab.  The  Order  contains  numerous  clauses, 
forbidding  moving  the  affected  sheep  and  dealing  with 
the  isolation  of  the  animals.  The  places  where  the  sheep 
have  beenAkept  are  required  to  be  disinfected  with  "  car- 
bolic acid  or  other  suitable  disinfectant."  The  second 
schedule  of  the  Order  is  as  follows  : 

Prescription  for  Sheep-dips  approved  by  the  Minister  for 
Sheep-scab. 

(Quantities  for  100  gallons  of  bath.) 
1.  Lime  and  Sulphur. 
,  Mix  18  lb.  of  flowers  of  sulphur  with  9  lb.  of  good  quick- 
lime. Slake  the  lime  and  make  into  a  thick  paste  with 
the  sulphur.  Place  the  mixture  in  a  strong  cloth,  tie  the 
ends,  and  suspend  in  a  boiler  containing  10  gals,  of  water, 
so  that  the  water  completely  covers  the  contents  of  the 
cloth.  The  cloth  must  not  touch  the  sides  or  bottom  of  the 
boiler,  as  otherwise,  the  cloth  may  be  burned  and  its 
contents  escape.  Boil  for  two  hours,  then  remove  the  cloth, 
taking  care  that  none  of  its  contents  escape  into  the  water, 
and  throw  the  solids  away.  Make  up  to  10  gals,  again 
with  additional  water,  and  put  the  liquid  into  a  tight 
drum  or  barrel.  This  quantity  is  sufficient  when  mixed 
with  water  to  make  100  gals,  of  dipping  bath. 

2.  Carbolic  Acid  and  Soft  Soap. 
Dissolve  5  lb.  of  good  soft  soap,  with  gentle  warming, 
in  three  quarts  of  liquid  carbolic  acid  (containing  not  less 
than  97  per  cent,  of  real  tar  acid).    Mix  the  liquid  with 
enough  water  to  make  100  gals. 

3.  Tobacco  and  Sulphur. 
Steep  35  lb.  of  finely-ground  tobacco  (offal  tobacco)  in 
21  gals,  of  water  for  four  days.  Strain  off  the  liquid,  and 
remove  the  last  portions  of  the  extract  by  pressing  the 
residual  tobacco.  Mix  the  whole  extract,  and  to  it  add 
10  lb.  of  flowers  of  sulphur.  Stir  the  mixture  well  to  secure 
an  even  admixture,  and  make  up  the  total  bulk  to  100  gals, 
with  water. 

Note. — The  period  of  immersion  in  these  dips  should  not 
be  less  than  half  a  minute. 

These  formulas  are,  so  far  as  we  have  compared  them, 
the  same  as  those  given  in  previous  Orders,  but  we  repeat 
them  as  being  samples  of  the  kind  of  dip  which  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  approve.

included  a  reference  to  the  preparation  of  synthetic  thymol.

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Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  Xrayser  IL 


The  Annual  Special  Issue 

in  itself  provides  more  than  enough 
interesting  matter  for  one  week's  "Observations  and' 
Eeflections,"  and  being  upon  holiday  I  shall  confine  my 
remarks  upon  it  almost  entirely  to  what  may  be  called  its 
more  festive  features.  A  tribute  must,  however,  first  be 
paid  to  its  general  character  and  get-up.  Your  pride  in 
it  is  fully  justified,  whether  regard  be  had  to  its  advertise- 
ments and  the  "business"  portion  of  its  literary  matter, 
or  to  those  special  articles  and  their  illustrations  to  which 
I  hare  just  alluded.  The  statistics  you  supply  of  "the 
material  side  of  the  production"  are  not,  remarkable  as 
they  are,  so  eloquent  of  the  labour  and  ability  that  have 
been  expended  upon  it  as  the  product  itself.  One  has  to 
say  of  it  as  was  said  of  Cleopatra — it  "  beggars  all  descrip- 
tion," and  no  single  pen  could  do  justice  to  its  various 
attractions.  Your  readers  will,  I  doubt  not,  be  warm  in 
their  praises  ;  for  myself,  I  must  speak  only  of  such  of 
its  contents  as  make  the  most  direct  appeal  to  me. 

Liverpool  and  its  Pharmacists 

naturally  occupy  a  large  space 
in  it.  Many -years  have  gone  by  since  I  visited 
the  city  once  so  familiar  to  me,  and  it  is  clear  that  I 
should  now  scarcely  know  it  for  the  same  place.  Of  the 
many  pharmacists  there  with  whom  I  was  well  acquainted 
few,  alas  !  remain.  Several  of  the  pharmacies  you  picture 
I  must  have  known,  but  the  names  over  the  windows  are 
different,  or  are  there  only  for  "  old  sakes'  sake"  and  no 
longer  refer  to  the  actual  proprietors.  Of  the  pharmacists 
themselves  whose  portraits  you  give,  only  two,  or  possibly 
three,  were  known  to  me.  Of  these  Dr.  Symes  is  the  only 
one  I  should  certainly  have  recognised  and  ventured  to 
accost  had  I  met  him  in  the  street.  The  officers  and  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chemists'  Association  which  you  name  were 
all  more  or  less  known  to  me  :  how  many  of  them  are  left  ? 
Of  those  whom  I  had  particular  acquaintance  with,  only,  I 
believe,  Dr.  Symes  :  certainly  all  but  two  or  three  are 
"away  in  der  Evigkeit."  These  are  melancholy  reflec- 
tions, especially  when  it  is  added  that  many  of  the  men 
of  whom  I  am  thinking  were  younger  than  I  and  more 
useful  in  their  place.  One  or  two  of  those  to  whom  you 
devote  a  special  paragraph  I  knew  slightly  as  quite  young 
men  in  the  later  days  of  my  association  with  pharmacy  in 
Liverpool,  but  the  "  old  stagers  "  are  apparently,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  gone.  By  the  way,  my  recollections 
of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association's  meetings  do  not 
quite  tally  with-  the  statement  that  trade-matters  were 
rigidly  excluded  at  the  meetings  held  in  its  early  years. 
I  remember  at  least  one  such  discussion  in  the  early 
'sixties,  and  it  was  the  only  one  in  which  I,  a  mere 
neophyte,  took  any  interest.  True,  I  was  not  present  at 
many.  The  changes  that  have  come  over  pharmacy  itself 
both  in  Liverpool  and  elsewhere  are  probably  even  greater 
and  more  important  than  these  changes  of  personnel. 
Thepharmacist  departs  but  the  function  remains,  and  the 
coming  Conference  will  no  doubt  show  that  as  every 
generation  grows  wiser  the  work  of  the  world  continues  to 
be  done  with  ever-increasing  efficiency.  , 

Wales 

will  probably  occupy  as  large  a  place  as  Liverpool  in 
the  memory  of  every  Conference  visitor  who  makes  the 
excursion  of  July  22,  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  few 
lovers  of  natural  scenery  will  be  able  to  resist  the  lure  of 
Mr.  Cecil  Owen's  description  of  the  route.  Mr.  Owen 
necessarily  confines  himself  to  the  more  obvious  charms 
of  the  country  and  its  more  familiar  historical  associa- 
tions. But  the  Mynydd  Hiraethog  ig  not  familiar  ;  very 
few  English  tourists  visit  it,  and  the  route  is  the  more 
interesting  because  it  runs  through  what  will  be  to  many 
a  new  country.  Once  it  was  familiar  enough.  It  was 
part  of  the  Perfedd  Wlad,  the  Middle  Country,  the  revolt 
of  which  under  Dafydd,  brother  of  the  second  Llewelyn, 
brought  about  the  fierce  struggle  between  the  latter  and 
Edward  I.  and  the  final  conquest  of  Wales. 


The  Conway  Valley 

again  is  rich  in  historical  associations  at 
which  Mr.  Owen  could  only  glance.  The  Roman  Road 
through  Caerhun  to  Aber  is  by  no  means,  for  the  greater 
part  of  its  course,  in  a  state  of  "fine  preservation."  I 
have  tramped  it  more  than  onc9  for  the  whole  of  that 
distance,  and  have  found  it  in  places  barely  traceable. 
Fable  has  it  that  the  road,  which  is  still  known  as  the 
Sarn  Helen,  was  made  for  the  wedding  journey  of  the 
Princess  Helen,  wife  of  the  famous  Maxen  Wledig. 
Another  link  with  ancient  Britain  is  to  be  found  in  the 
still-existing  foundations  of  Deganwy  Castle,  opposite  to 
Conway  on  the  other  side  of  the  estuary.  This  was  a 
Norman  stronghold,  but  it  stood  virtually  on  the  site  of  a 
palace  of  Maelgwn  Gwynedd,  a  notable  king  of  the  sixth 
century,  addressed  in  very  uncomplimentary  terms  by  the 
historian  Cildas.  Of  the  still  older  and  merely  legendary 
associations  of  this  neighbourhood,  of  Math-ap-Mathonwy, 
of  Don,  of  Arianrod,  and  Blodenwydd  (Tennyson's 
maiden  "  made  out  of  flowers  "),  one  may  read  at  large 
in  the  Mabinogion,  now  accessible  in  a  delightful  edition 
in  the  Temple  Classics.  Mr.  Owen  derives  Dyserth  from 
desertum,  which  is  right  enough,  but  clesertum  here  does 
not  mean  a  desert  but  an  anchorite's  cell  or  small 
monastery.  These  were  usually  in  wild,  unfrequented 
places,  and  the  word  survives  in  the  sense  supposed  in 
the  Irish  disart.  The  Greek  oros  (mountain)  came  in  the 
same  way  to  mean  a  monastery  in  the  time  of  the  Egyptian 
hermits. 

Your  Expert  Contributor 

touches  the  spot  in  his  article  on 
wages  in  the  drug-trade.  The  reason  why  assistants  have 
been  so  long  content  with  lower  pay  than  their  services 
are  worth  is  that  they  have  all  hoped  to  be  proprietors 
themselves  some  day  and  have  regarded  their  work  as 
assistants  as  part  of  their  training ;  they  have,  in  short, 
been  partly  paid  in  experience.  This  will  probably  always 
be  the  case  to  some  extent,  but  never  again  to  the  same 
extent  as  in  the  past.  The  great  companies  have  changed 
that  by  calling  into  existence  what  is  virtually  a  perma- 
nent assistant  class.  We  have  them  to  thank  doubly  for 
our  "present  discontents."  They  have  paid,  and  could 
afford  to  pay,  better  salaries  than  the  private  pharmacist, 
and  have  thus  made  it  worth  while  for  their  assistants  to 
remain  assistants.  Comparatively  few  of  us  can  do  that. 
The  remedy,  says  one  of  your  correspondents,  is  obvious; 
we  must  so  raise  prices  as  to  enable  us  to  pay  these  higher 
salaries.  Obvious,  perhaps,  but  not  easy  under  the  Pro- 
fiteering Act.  Some  of  the  Assistants'  Unions  seem  to 
me  a  little  unreasonable  in  their  demrnds  and  impatient 
in  their  methods.  The  craft  is  not  exactly  in  "  the 
melting-pot,"  but  it  is  in  a  state  of  unequal  equilibrium. 
Great  changes  probably  await  us,  and  we  cannot  all  at 
once  adjust  ourselves  even  to  such  changes  as  we  are 
already  experiencing.  The  assistants  are  quite  right  in 
endeavouring  to  improve  their  own  position,  and  by  doing 
so  they  may  help  to  improve  ours,  but  there  is  such  a 
possibility  as  killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  eggs. 

Buchan's  "Domestic  Medicine" 

was  published  just  150 
years  ago,  and  had  for  more  than  a  century  an  extra- 
ordinary popularity;  indeed,  it  is  doubtful  whether  any 
book  of  the  kind  rivals  it  in  this  respect.  Its  author, 
William  Buchan,  M.D.,  was  born  at  Ancrum  in  Roxburgh- 
shire, February  25,  1729.  The  book  is  said  to  have  been 
written  during  his  residence  in  Sheffield,  but  was  not  pub- 
lished till  after  his  removal  to  Edinburgh,  when  he  was 
about  forty.  Before  his  death,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six,  it 
had  passed  through  nineteen  editions,  amounting  to  80,000 
copies.  In  1778  Buchan  settled  in  London,  where  he 
acquired  an  excellent  practice,  and  for  many  years  lived  in 
Percy  Street,  Bedford  Square,  with  his  son,  who  was  also 
a  physician.  He  is  buried  in  the  west  cloister  of  West- 
minster Abbey.  I  remember  his  famous  book  dimly  as 
one  of  the  terrors  of  my  childhood.  The  motto  on  the 
title-page  was  "  The  knowledge  of  a  disease  is  half  its 
cure,"  a  sound  doctrine,  but  rather  dangerous  in  a  treatise 
the  chief  aim  of  which  was  to  promote  self -medication.

Editorial  Articles. 


Revenue  Raising  in  South  Africa. 

Revenue  is  badly  needed  throughout  South  Africa  by  the 
provincial  Administrations  to  meet  the  cost  of  free  educa- 
tion which  will  shortly  be  available  throughout  the  Union. 
Everybody  is  expected  to  contribute  a  share  by 
increased  taxation,  and  practically  no  calling  escapes 
having  to  pay  a  licence  in  order  to  carry  on  a  profession 
or  business.  Thus,  under  a  new  ordinance  which  amends 
the  law  relating  to  the  licensing  of  trades,  businesses,  occu- 
pations or  callings,  the  licence  required  to  be  taken  out 
■by.  a  chemist  and  druggist  has  been  raised  from  11.  10s. 
to  St.,  and  in  addition  11.  on  every  1,000?.  or  part  thereof 
of  "turnover"  up  to  5,000?.,  and  21.  on  every  1,000?.  or 
part  thereof  of  "turnover"  exceeding  5,000?.  The  maxi- 
mum addition  is  300?.,  this  addition  being  a  new  depar- 
ture. Medical  men  will  henceforth  pay  10?.,  and  dentistry, 
which  is  a  very  lucrative  profession  in  the  Union,  will 
pay  15?.  Grocers  are  known  as  "  dealers  "  in  South  Africa, 
and  they  will  only  pay  10s.  per  annum,  but  a  general 
dealer  whose  turnover  does  not  exceed  1,000?.  will  pay 
11.  10s.  Dealers  in  aerated  or  mineral  waters  will  have 
to  pay  21.,  and  a  number  of  trades  and  professions  not 
hitherto  taxed  in  this  way  will  have  to  take  out  annual 
licences.  Thus  advertising  agents  are  required  to  pay 
2^-  per  cent,  upon  all  amounts  received  for  advertisements, 
the  minimum  being  5?.  and  the  maximum  300?.    If  a  man 
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wants  to  speculate  in  "  futures  "  he  has  to  pay  25£.,  but 
if  he  habitually  buys  produce  for  resale,  he  is  let  off 
with  101.  The  tax  upon  companies  is  the-  subject  of  a 
special  ordinance,  and  is  at  the  rate  of  Is.  for  every  100L 
of  market  value  of  paid-up  share  capital.  In  last  week's 
issue  (p.  201)  we  gave  particulars  of  the  tax  on  buchu  and 
the  various  conditions  relating  to  the  collection  and  sale  of 
the  drug,  from  which  it  will  be  seen- that  the  Government 
are  keeping  a  keen  eye  on  the  matter.  There  is  no  pro- 
spect of  again  receiving  cheap  buchu  from  the  Cape,  as 
we  noted  recently  that  a  considerable  quantity  was  sold 
in  Cape- Town  by  tender  at  IDs.  6d.  per  lb. 


Merchandise  Marks. 

The  report  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Committee  ap- 
pointed October  1919  was  published  this  week.  It  will, 
be  remembered  that  the  Committee  were  charged  to 
inquire  whether  any  amendment  is  necessary  of  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  whether  national  trade-marks 
should  be  authorised,  and  whether  any  international 
action  may  be  necessary  for  preventing  the  false  marking 
of  goods.  The  report  recommends  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  should  have  power  to  require  indications  of  origin 
to  be  given  in  the  case  of  certain  imported  goods,  and 
that  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  question  whether 
the  goods  are  manufactured  or  sold  under  circumstances 
constituting  unfair  competition.  Recognised  national 
emblems  should  be  regarded,  prima  facie,  as  indications 
of  national  origin.  Various  amendments  of  the  Merchan- 
dise Marks  Act  are  suggested,  among  these  being  a  defini- 
tion of  trade-mark  as  meaning  "a  mark  .  .  .  which  is 
upon  the  Register  kept  under  the  Trade  Marks  Act,  1905, 
or  is  by  reason  of  user  distinctive  of  the  goods  of  "  the 
proprietor.  No  trade-mark  on  the  United  Kingdom 
Register  which  indicates  goods  of  a  firm  in  this  country 
should  be  allowed  to  be  transferred  in  the  Register  to 
foreigners  without  the  consent  of  the  Registrar  of  Trade 
Marks.  Place  names  on  imported  goods  which  are  identi- 
cal with  names  of  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  should 
be  qualified  with  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin.  In 
regard  to  national  or  other  collective 'marks,  the  report 
states  that  in  the  absence  of  agreement  among  the  bulk 
of  the  traders  concerned  there  are  grave  objections  to  the 
institution  of  a  British  national  or  Empire  mark,  but  this 
does  not  apply  to  marks  adopted  by  groups  or  associations 
of  manufacturers  which  are  already  accepted  for  registra- 
tion in  this  country.  Among  the  recommendations  in 
regard  to  international  action  is  one  which  seeks  to  pre- 
vent the  improper  registration  of  British  marks  abroad. 
It  is  recommended  that  "the  first  person  effectively  to 
use  in  any  country  a  trade-mark  which  has  become  asso- 
ciated with  or  distinguishes  his  trade  in  that  country 
should  have  a  prior  right  to  the  mark,  notwithstanding 
its  local  registration  without  his  authority.  Even  without 
user,  the  improper  registration  of  another  person's  mark, 
or  of  a  colourable  imitation  thereof,  should  be  annullable." 
The  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  report  have  attracted  con- 
siderable attention  in  commercial  circles,  but  whether  the 
Government  will  act  promptly  on  the  lines  of  the  recom- 
mendations remains  to  be  seen.  The  present  is  certainly 
a  suitable  time  for  attacking  this  difficult  problem. 


Liability  of  Disinfectants  to  Stamp  Duty. 

Thp  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  have  issued  a 
notice  _  regarding  the  sale  of  disinfectants  unstamped. 
The  circular  states  :  "  Certain  disinfectants,  deodorisers 
and  other  similar  preparations  are  being  recommended  as 


curatives  or  preventatives  of  human  ailments,  whereby 
these  articles  are  rendered  liable  to  duty.  Notice  is 
accordingly  given  that  all  such  preparations,  unless 
covered  by  statutory  exemption,  must  in  future  bear  the 
appropriate  duty  stamps  before  being  sold,  exposed  for 
sale,  or  delivered  for  sale."  This  does  not  refer  to 
preparations  which  are  statutorily  exempt  as  medicinal 
drugs  vended  entire  or  as  non-proprietary  "  known 
admitted,  and  approved  "  remedies. 

Americanising  Company  Pharmacy. 

We  are  informed  that  Mr.  Louis  K.  Liggett,  of  the 
United  Drug  Co.,  is  again  in  this  country,  and  that  nego- 
tiations are  being  concluded  at  a  South  of  England 
watering-place  for  the  purchase  of  the  Boot  company  phar- 
macy interests  in  this  country.  Meanwhile,  a  correspondent 
states  that  there  has  been  an  endeavour  among  the 
managers  of  the  627  shops  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  to  devise  a 
scheme  for  providing  the  necessary  capital  so  that  the 
control  of  the  Boots  businesses  will  not  pass  to  Americans. 
We  believe,  however,  that  this  is  too  late,  and  that  it  will 
be  announced  before  many  days  are  over  that  the  Ameri- 
canisation  of  Boots  is  completed.  From  the  United  States 
comes  the  information  that  "the  United  Drug  Co.  now 
intends  to  form  a  new  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
Massachusetts  to  be  called  Liggett's  International  Co., 
Inc.,  with  an  authorised  capital  of  $35,000,000  of  8  per 
cent,  cumulative  preferred  stock  (par  $50),  $10,000,000 
class  A  common  stock,  non-voting  (par  $100),  and 
$5,000,000  class  B  common  stock  (par  $100)  having  all  the 
exclusive  voting  rights  except  defined  rights  of  pre- 
ferred stockholders.  It  is  proposed  that  the  United  Drug 
Co.  will  sell  to  the  new  concern  all  its  assets,  etc.,  and 
shares  in  subsidiary  companies."  A  further  statement  is 
that  Mr.  Liggett  had  intended  building  a  factory  in  Eng- 
land, but  found  the  difficulties  of  building  and  obtaining 
machinery  too  great.  This  caused  him  to  turn  his  atten- 
tion to  the  question  of  acquiring  a  going  concern,  and 
ended  in  securing  an  option  on  Boots,  Ltd. 

"Are  you  going  to  the  Conference?" 

This  question  is  being  asked  of  each  other  by  pharma- 
cists, with  an  affirmative  reply  in  many  cases.  We  have 
had  an  opportunity  this  week  of  interviewing  some  of  the 
officials  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  which  meets  at  Liverpool  on  July  19. 
An  excellent  programme  has  been  drawn  up  in  which  the 
scientific  and  the  social  sides  of  the  Conference  are  nicely 
balanced.  It  will  not  surprise  many  people  who  have 
read  the  guide  to  the  excursion  on  July  22  (O.  Jk  D., 
June  26,  p.  177)  to  know  that  the  cost  to  the  Local  Com- 
mittee of  that  day's  entertainment  will  exceed  the  two 
guineas  which  members  pay  for  the  complete  set  of  tickets. 
Those  who  have  taken"  motor  "tours  this  "year  are  aware 
that  the  cost  has  gone  up  and  that  first-class  catering  is 
as  dear  as  ever.  The  Liverpool  LoGal  Committee  have 
made  provision  for  a  large  gathering,  as  the  present  year 
is  the  first  time  the  Conference  has  been  held  outside 
London  since  the  Chester  meeting  of  1914.  Plenty  of 
accommodation  has  been  reserved  for  visitors.  There 
has,  however,  been  some  delay  in  sending  in  applications 
for  tickets,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Local  Com- 
mittee are  anxious  to  make  the  meeting  a  record  one, 
it  has  been  resolved  to  extend  the  time  for  purchasing 
tickets  to  July  6.  The  fact  that  the  Conference  is  the 
common  meeting-ground  of  all  English-speaking  phar- 
macists should  not  be  forgotten,  and  this  year  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  increase  the  membership,  which  could 
easily  be  accomplished  if  each  member  would  bring  the 
advantages  offered  by  the  Conference  to  the  notice  of 
another  chemist.  The  reconstructed  world  of  pharmacy 
has  need  of  the  Conference,  but  to  obtain  the  necessary 
vitality  the  transfusion  of  new  blood  must  be  constant  and 
copious.  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  the  senior  secretary,  in- 
forms us  that  he  has  had  an  encouraging  number  of  papers 
offered  for  the  Scientific  and  Practice  Sections,'  and  we 
know  that  the  President,  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  in  his  address  is 
sure  to  bring  forward  ideas  of  value  to  the  whole  drug- 
trade.  For  these  reasons  we  think  that  this  year's  Con- 
ference should  be  of  exceptional  interest. 
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The  Low  Value  of  the  Mark. 

"  The  only  reason  that  German  manufacturers  can  sell  in 
English  money  at  from  60  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent,  above 
pre-war  rates  is  on  account  of  the  benefit  they  have  under 
to-day's  rate  of  exchange  which  values  the  mark  at  l^d, 
only."  This  is  a  quotation  from  the  letter  in  "  Nature  " 
of  a  leading  manufacturer  of  optical  instruments.  He 
states  further  that  an  offer  was  made  recently  of  11,935 
prism  binoculars  of  foreign  manufacture  below  the  price 
at  which  they  can  be  made  at  the  present  time.  If  this 
kind  of  competition  continues,  it  follows  that  British 
manufacturers  will  be  unable  to  keep  their  factories  going 
and  that  "key"  industries  will  again  be  given  up.  We 
were  speaking  to  a  London  manufacturer  this  week  re- 
garding the  scientific  glass-blowing  industry  which  has 
been  established  during  the  war.  The  training  of  the 
workers  has  taken  some  years,  but  now  the  products 
turned  out  are  of  exceptional  excellence.  It  is  in  this 
branch  of  glass-blowing  that  pill  tubes  and  hand-made 
vials  are  made.  A  difficulty  which  the  British  maker  is 
encountering  at  the  present  time  is  that  German  glass- 
ware is  being  exported  from  Holland,  and  its  cheapness, 
owing  to  the  fall  in  the  mark,  is  inducing  some  large  users 
to  give  up  the  British  products  in  favour  of  the  German. 
We  have  examined  the  imported  goods  and  find  evidence 
of  inferior  quality.  The  fact  seems  to  be  that  the  German 
is  reduced  to  using  up  odd  supplies  of  glass-tubing  and 
fittings.  This  is  not  a  basis  for  continuous  trade,  and 
when  the  short-sighted  British  purchasers  turn  again  to 
home  manufacturers  they  will  find  that  in  the  meantime 
the  British  makers  have  given  up  making  the  particular 
goods.  Home  industry  will  suffer,  and  the  position  of  a 
key  industry  will  be  weakened.

A  note 'accompanying  the  table  explains  that  "the  result 
of  this  calculation  (in  which  the  same  quantities  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  same  qualities  of  each  item  are  taken 
in  1920  as  in  1914)  is  to  show  the  increase  in  the  cost  of 
maintaining  unchanged  the  average  pre-war  standard  of 
living  of  the  working  classes  {i.e.,  the  average  standard 
actually  prevailing  in  -working-class  families  before  the 
war,  irrespective  of  whether  such  standard  was  adequate 
or  not)."  The  method  by  which  these  figures  are  arrived 
at  was  given  in  detail  in  the  March  issue  of  "  The  Labour 
Gazette"  (p.  118).  The  statistics  collected  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  for  the  purposes  of  this  inquiry  "extend  over  a 
period  of  several  years,  and  are  of  considerable  interest. 

The  Inoculation  of  Trees.— At  the  recent  Inter- 
national Entomological  Conference  the  inoculation  of  trees 
against  insect  pests  was  suggested.  Dr.  R.  T.  Tillyard 
(New  Zealand)  mentioned  that  an  apple-tree  had  been 
injected  with  copper  sulphate.  The  tree  yielded  a  bumper 
crop,  although  the  first  effects  were  almost  fatal ;  and 
so  far  as  he  knew,  no  one  suffered  from  eating  the  apples. 
Spraying,_  in  his  opinion,  could  only  be  a  temporary  pallia- 
tive. Biologically  it  was  unsound,  but  they  had  got 
to  continue  spraying  until  they  found  a  better  method. 
The  injection  of  chemicals  was  a  new  process,  and  so 
far  the  experiments  had  been  crude. 


The  Purification  of  Crude 
Cocaine. 


The  separation  of  the  various  bases  obtained  during  the 
process  of  extracting  coca  leaves  with  sodium  carbonate* 
and  petroleum  ether  has  been  made  the  subject  of  an 
exhaustive  study  by  Dr.  L.  R.  de  Rosemont,  of  the 
University  of  Geneva  ("  Journ.  Suisse  de  Pharm.,"  April 
29,  1920).  He  first  established  the  solubility  of  the 
various  bases  in  different  solvents,  and  found  that  cocaine,, 
cinnamyl-cocaine,  isococaine,  and  isotropyl-cocaine  were  all 
easily  soluble  in  ether,  alcohol,  chloroform,  ligroin,  and- 
benzene.  Crude  cocaine  is  partly  soluble  in  water,  and 
contains  about  10  to  13  per  cent,  of  sodium  carbonate  and! 
bicarbonate,  in  addition  to  chlorides  and  alkaline  sul- 
phates. 

Dr.  de  Rosemont  describes  twelve  different  methods  he 
investigated  for  obtaining  pure  cocaine,  including  a  study 
of  the  processes  described  in  four  German  patents.  The- 
process  he  considers  best  (it  yields  from  79  to  81  per  cent- 
of  chemically  pure  cocaine)  is  as  follows  :  Ten  grams  of 
crude  cocaine  is  dissolved  in  hot  water  containing  5  grams 
of  /?-naphthalene-sulphonic  acid,  and  the  solution  is  fil- 
tered while  warm.  On  cooling  it  deposits  an  oily-resinous 
body  which  soon  becomes  a  semi-crystalline  mass.  Am- 
monium carbonate  is  added  until  the  solution  becomes 
cloudy,  then  solution  of  ammonia,  which  produces  a. 
beautiful  white  precipitate.  This  is  extracted  with  ether 
and  the  pure  cocaine  crystallises  out  from  the  ethereal, 
solution.  The  /3-naphthalene-sulphonic  acid  may  also  be 
recovered  by  concentrating  the  mother  liquors  and  preci- 
pitating with  hydrochloric  acid. 

Another  process  recommended  by  the  author  consists-, 
in  dissolving  10  grams  of  crude  cocaine  in  boiling  water 
containing  acetic  acid.    On  cooling,  the  solution  is  precipi- 
tated by  the  addition  of   ammonium   carbonate,  which 
yields  a  resinous,  yellowish  precipitate,  lighter  than  water. 
The  solution  is  filtered,  and  solution  of  ammonia  added' 
in  excess,  the  almost  chemically  pure  cocaine  which  is  pre- 
cipitated is  extracted  with  ether,  from  which  it  crystallises, 
spontaneously.    This  method  also  yields  79  to  81  per  cent, 
of  chemically  pure  cocaine.    In  addition  to  separating  the- 
cocaine  from  the  crude  product,  the  author  also  dealt 
with  the  question  of  utilising  the  residue  (i.e.,  the  resinous 
precipitate  first  thrown  down)  obtained  in  the  course  of 
precipitating  the  pure  alkaloid,  particularly  th&  possibility 
of  transforming  the'  ecgonine  present  in  this  residue  into 
cocaine.    This  residue  is  purified  by  crystallisation  from, 
alcohol,  and  pure  ecgonine  is  precipitated  afterwards  by 
means  of  carbonate  of  sodium.    The  pure  ecgonine  thus 
obtained  is  then  dissolved  in  methyl  alcohol,   and  the- 
solution  treated  with  anhydrous  hydrochloric  acid,  yield- 
ing methyl-ecgonine  hydrochloride ;  the  unaltered  ecgonine' 
is  then  extracted  with  ether.    Of  the  methyl-ecgonine  thus 
obtained  20  grams  is  heated  on  a  water  bath  with  benzoyl 
chloride  20  grams,  until  no  more  hydrochloric  acid  is 
evolved.    The  solution  is  now  added  to  cold  water,  where- 
by benzoic  acid  is  precipitated ;  this  is  filtered  out  and  the 
filtrate  concentrated.    The  synthetic  cocaine  (termed  coca- 
ethyline  in  the  German  patent  47713)  is  then  precipitated 
from  the  filtrate  by  the  addition  of  solution  of  ammonia. 
By  this  method  of  treating  the  residue  a  further  yield  of 
5  to  10  per  cent,  of  cocaine  is  obtainable. 


Zanzibar  Cloves. — The  total  arrivals  of  cloves  at 
Zanzibar  during  the  year  1919  amounted  to  565,298  fra- 
silas,  compared  with  520,790  frasilas  in  1918,  an  increase 
of  44,508  frasilas.  The  1918-19  crop  amounted  to 
824,501  frasilas,  of  which  Pemba  contributed  565.229  fra- 
silas and  Zanzibar  259,272  frasilas.    [Frasila=35  lb.] 

Herbarium  Presented  to  Cambridge  University. — The 
Master  of  Downing  College,  Cambridge  (Professor 
Seward),  has  recently  receivedi  from  the  executors  of  the 
late  Rev.  E.  S.  Marshall,  Rector  of  West  Monkton,  Taun- 
ton, the  whole  of  his  valuable  herbarium  as  a  gift  to  the 
University.  It  comprises  about  twenty-three  thousand 
sheets  of  British  plants,  contained  in  dust-proof  oak  cases.

Executive  Committee. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on  June  23,  the  President

Telephone  Charges. 
A  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Archdale,  Captain  Sir  H.  Benn,  Mr.  Bnant,  Sir  H. 
Brittain,  Mr.  Carr,  Sir  E.  Coates,  Mr.  Purchase,  Mr.  J. 
Robertson,  and  Mr.  Tyson  Wilson,  was  appointed  on 
June  21  to  examine  the  present  charges  made  to  the  public 
for  the  use  of  the  telephone  service  and  to  report  in  what 
respects  these  charges  require  revision  in  order  to  place  the 
service  on  a  remunerative  basis. 

Early  Closing  of  Shops. 
Mr.  Bonar  Law,  on  June  23,  stated  in  the  House  of 
Commons  that  the  questions  of  employment  in  shops  and 
early  closing  of  shops  would  be  dealt"  with  by  the 
Government,  which  is  considering  the  introduction  of  a 
Bill  to  extend  the  existing  regulations  as  to  closing  for  a 
short  time. 

The  Home  Secretary,  on  June  24,  in  reply  to  a  question, 
said  there  is  no  legal  objection  to  local  authorities  issuing 
orders  for  seven  o'clock  closing  if  it  is  really  desired  in  the 
district. 

Potash  Distribution. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  June  28,  in 
reply  to  a  question  by  Sir  Richard  Cooper,  stated  that, 
out  of  the  quantities  of  muriate  of  potash  received  under 
the  German  potash  contract,  4,000  tons  of  80  per  cent, 
muriate  and  2,500  tons  of  90-95  per  cent,  were  exported 
from  Hamburg  to  the  United  States  with  the  consent  of 
the  Potash  Distribution  Committee,  the  prices  fixed  by 
the  Committee  being  111  10s.  and  191.  10s.  per  ton  re- 
spectively, f.o.b.  Hamburg.  There  were  no  shipments 
from  the  United  Kingdom  or  Rotterdam.  No  sulphate  of 
potash  received  under  the  contract  has  been  exported  to 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Increase  of  Rent  (Restrictions)  Bill. 
This  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords 
on  June  24.  The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  referred  to  the 
provisions  in  regard  to  the  rent  of  business  premises, 
and  said  that  it  is  quite  right  to  prevent  a  tenant  of  . 
business  premises  from  being  charged  an  extortionate 
rent,  but  it  is  not  right  that  he  should  be  treated  on  the 
same  footing  as  the  tenant  of  a  dwelling-house.  Viscount 
Astor,  replying  for  the  Government,  said  the  clause 
referred  to  met  a  real  grievance,  and  ought  to  remain  in 
the  Bill,  perhaps  with  a  slight  amendment.  On  the  report 
stage  an  amendment  of  clause  13  (dealing  with  business 
premises)  was  carried,  by  which  an  increase  of  60  per  cent, 
can  be  made  on  the  standard  rent,  in  place  of  40  per  cent, 
in  the  Bill. 

Advertisements  Regulation  Bill. 
This  Bill,  which  was  introduced  %o  the  House  of  Lords 
by  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh,  proposes  to  extend  the 
power  of  local  authorities  over  advertisements  on  lands 
and  buildings.  Clause  4  gives  power  to  deal  with  adver- 
tisements of  a  repulsive  or  demoralising  character. 
Clause  5  extends  the  scope  of  the  Indecent  Advertisement 
Act,  1889,  and  makes  the  person  for 'whose  profit  or  ad- 
vantage an  indecent  advertisement  was  posted  liable  to 
prosecution,  unless  the  person  proves  that  the  advertise- 
ment was  exhibited  without  his  authority.  The  second 
reading  took  place  on  June  24.  Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh, 
who  moved  the  second  reading,  referred  to  what  he  con- 
sidered objectionable  advertisements  in  public  places 
which,  being  on  private  property,  are  at  present  uncontrol- 
led. The  Earl  of  Onslow,  for  the  Government,  said  the 
powers  under  the  Bill  are  rather  wide,  and  he  suggested 
that  Lord  Balfour  should  confer  with  the  Home  Office  in 
regard  to  drafting  a  Bill  which  the  Government  could 
accept  and  to  which  facilities  would  be  given  to  pass  it 
into  law.    Lord  Balfour  agreed  to  this  course. 


Patent  Licences. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  June  21  stated 
in  the  House  of  Commons  that  a  British  company  which 
was  at  the  outbreak  of  war  a  licensee  of  a  German 
company  under  a  German  patent,  has  the  right  under 
Article  310  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  to  demand  from  the 
German  company,  within  six  months  after  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  Treaty,  the  grant  of  a  new  licence,  the 
conditions  of  which,  in  default  of  agreement  between  the 
parties,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  mixed  arbitral  tribunal.  It 
is  not  yet  decided  at  what  place  or  places  that  tribunal 
will  sit ;  it  is  being  established  and,  it  is  hoped,  will 
shortly  be  fully  constituted.  Under  the  Treaty  the 
tribunal  will  lay  down  its  own  rules  of  procedure. 

Employment  of  Children. 

Lieut. -Colonel  Pinkham,  on  June  21,  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Education  what  is  the  position  of 
those  education  authorities  who  have  submitted  their 
by-laws  governing  the  employment  of  children  under  the 
Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  and  Section  13 
of  the  Education  Act,  1918,  to  the  Home  Office 
for  approval,  and  are  still  waiting  official  sanction  to  the 
said  by-laws;  what  is  the  position  of  those  authorities 
who  have  made  by-laws  beyond  the  scope  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1903,  and 
Section  13  of  the  Education  Act,  1918,  should  they  proceed 
to  put  these  by-laws  into  operation  ;  whether  some  authori- 
ties have  abolished  all  Sunday  labour  and  evening  as  well 
as  morning  labour;  and,  if  so,  whether,  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  concerned,  he  will  say  what  action 
he  proposes  to  take. 

Mr.  Shortt  replied  for  the  Home  Secretary  that 
Section  13  of  the  Education  Act,  1918,  which  amends  the 
Employment  of  Children  Act,  1003,  came  into  force  on 
April  1,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  Local  Education  Authorities 
to  enforce  its  provisions.  When,  however,  a  Local  Educa- 
tion Authority  is  proposing  a  by-law  to  give  some 
exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  Section,  he  thought 
they  were  justified,  pending  the  settlement  and  confirma- 
tion of  the  by-law,  in  provisionally  allowing  employment 
to  continue  within  the  limits  of  the  proposed  exemption. 
With  regard  to  the  second  part  of  the  question,  these 
by-laws  have  no  legal  effect  until  they  are  confirmed  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  so  far  as  he  is  aware  no 
by-laws  have  been  confirmed  which  are  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Acts.  In  reply  to  the  third  part  of  the  question, 
the  law  officers  advise  that  by-laws  absolutely  prohibiting 
all  employment  on  Sunday  or  all  employment  on  any 
week-day  are  vitro,  vires,  and  since  this  opinion  was 
received  no  such  by-laws  have  been  confirmed.

CD. A. —  The  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  to  be  presented  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  on  July  15,  announces  that 
during  the  year  381  additional  members  have  joined, 
making  a  total  of  5,628  in  April  1920.  Claims  for  damages 
■were  slightly  less  numerous  than  in  some  previous  years, 
hut  the  individual  amounts  were  heavy.  The  following 
are  examples  of  those  cases  dealt  with  :  (1)  Glycerin  and 
carbolic  acid  instead  of  glycerin ;  (2)  overdose  of  opium 
preparation;  (3)  overdose  of  hypodermic  solution  of 
cocaine;  (4)  copaiba  capsules  for  castor-oil  capsules; 
(5)  silver  nitrate  eye-lotion  for  argyrol.  The  income  and 
expenditure  account  shows  an!  income  from  subscrip- 
tions (including  veterinary  section)  of  3,518/.  Is.  Zd. 
Dividends  and  interest  amounted  to  4111.  7s.  Id.,  and 
there  is  a  balance  of  1,483/.  Is.  6d. 

Dublin. — A  committee  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Retail 
Drug-trade  Association  was  held  on  June  23,  Mr.  D.  M. 
Watson  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  following  were 
also  present  :  Messrs.  R.  J.  Savage,  G.  A.  McLean  Lee, 
R.  E.  Campbell,  Robert  Mellon,  W.  F.  Ellis,  Dr.  J.  A. 
Walsh,  and  Mr.  R.  J.  Kidney  (secretary).  Correspondence 
from  the  following  was  received  and  dealt  with  :  John 
Timpson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  and  E.  A.  Whelan, 
Rathkeale. 

Exeter. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  on  June  28.  Mr.  J.  W.  Lake 
presided  at  the  outset.  A  vote  of  condolence  with  the  re- 
latives of  the  late  Mr.  L.  F.  March  (Torquay)  was  passed. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Milton)  in  his  report  called 
attention  to  the  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
members,  which  resulted  from  the  decision  of  the  Asso- 
ciation to  admit  to  membership  all  qualified  chemists 
in  the  city  and  district.  Mr.  J.  Harris  (treasurer) 
reported  a  balance  in  hand  of  41.  6s.  2d.  The  reports 
were  adopted.  Mr.  D.  Reid  was  elected  Chairman  and 
also  the  Assistant  Delegate  to  the  Devon  Pharmaceutical 
Committee;  Mr.  A.  Milton  (hon.  secretary)  and  Mr. 
J.  Harris  (hon.  treasurer)  were  re-elected.  It  was 
reported  that  action  had  been  taken  with  regard  to  the 
sale  under  price  of  "  Sorbo  "  sponges  by  an  Exeter 
draper,  and  that  steps  were  being  taken  with  regard 
to  a  similar  complaint  from  Paignton.  The1  resignation 
of  Mr.  F.  Sloman,  on  account  of  continued  ill-health  Which 
will  necessitate  his  leaving  the  city,  was  accepted  with 
regret. 

General  Workers, —  The  monthly  meeting  of  the 
•Pharmacists'  Section  (Liverpool)  of  the  National  Ware- 
house and  General  Workers'  Union  was  held  on  June  22, 
and  was  addressed  by  Mr.  J.  Gilmour,  the  organising 
secretary.  A  resolution  approving  of  the  Newcastle  pro- 
gramme was  carried  unanimously.  The  reported  action 
of  the  multiple  companies  in  selling  their  concerns  to 
foreign  combines  was  strongly  criticised  by  the  members. 
— An  inaugural  meeting  of  the  East  Lancashire  Branch 
(Pharmacists'  Section)  of  the  National  Warehouse  and  Gene- 
ral Workers'  Union  was  held  at  Accrington  on  June  24, 
when  officials  were  elected.  Mr.  Gilmour  (organiser  of 
the  Union)  explained  the  Union's  programme  and  outlined 
the  value  of  organisation. 

Halifax. — The  Halifax  Chemists'  Association  met  on 
June  21,  the  President  (Mr.  Lewis  Chambers)  in  the  chair. 
A  report  of  the  North-Eastern  Federation  meeting  was 
submitted  by  Mr.  P.  Ws  Swire,  who  also  reported  Insur- 
ance items  of  interest,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  he 
expressed  a  desire  that  his  request  to  relinquish  the 
office  of  secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  be 
granted.  The  President,  on  accepting  his  resignation, 
regretted  that  Mr.  Swire  was  compelled  to  relinquish 
office.  Mr.  A.  Taylor  was  then  unanimously  elected 
secretary.  The  recent  addition  to  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  of  various  proprietary  articles  received 
the  approval  of  the  meeting,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Halifax  Chemists'  Association,  in  view  of  the  campaign 
against  unremunerative  patent    medicines    launched  by 


them  in  the  summer  of  1919,  had  reason  to  congratulate 
themselves  on  the  fact  that  the  efforts  made  by  them  had 
contributed  to  the  attainment  of  increased  profits. 

Lancashire  (W.E.). —  A  meeting  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  June  17, 
Mr.  Richard  McMyn  presiding.  Mr.  F.  Law,  secretary, 
was  instructed  to  write  G.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.,  Foster 
McLellan,  Ltd.,  and  J.  C.  Eno,  Ltd.,  thanking  them  for 
their  action  in  placing  their  proprietaries  on  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  list.  Mr.  McMyn 
gave  a  report  of  a  conference  held  in  Manchester  with 
regard  to  the  formation  of  a  North-Western  Federation 
of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  under  the  scheme  of  the 
Local  Associations  Executive.  A  letter  was  read  stat- 
ing that  as  the  local  Insurance  Committee  was  desirous 
of  fixing  the  close  of.  the  year  for  December,  instead  of 
July,  they  proposed  to  extend  the  term  of  office  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  until  December.  The  scheme 
was  approved. 

P.A..T.A. —  The  annual  report  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  to  be  presented  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  on  July  15,  reports  considerable 
progress  during  1919,  and  states  that  a  large  addition 
has  been  made  to  the  list  of  protected  articles.  The 
Manufacturers'  Section  has  received  a  net  increase  of 
forty-five  members  ;  the  Wholesalers'  Section  has  increased 
by  nine ;  and  the  Retail  Section  has  been  augmented  by 
the  record  number  of  644  new  members.  The  Propaganda 
Committee  addressed  twenty-eight  meetings  during  the 
session  1919-20,  and  the  Face-value  Committee  have  been 
very  successful  in  attempts  at  fixing  face  values  as  mini- 
mum retail  prices.  The  chief  offenders  in  regard  to  price- 
cutting  are  stated  to  be  co-operative  societies,  grocers, 
and  hairdressers.  During  1919  150/.  was  expended  in 
dealing  with  cases  of  cutting.  With  regard  to  patent- 
medicine  stamp-duties,  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Owners  of  Proprietary  Articles  decided  on  certain  modi- 
fications of  the  scale  of  duties  arrived  at  between  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  a  deputation  representing  the 
-A.O.P.A.,  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  the  Local  Associations' 
Executive,  and  the  Chancellor  therefore  declined  to  make 
any  change  in  the  present  year's  Budget.  The  financial 
statement  shows  that  the  amount  received  in  subscrip- 
tions was  5,312?.  16s.  10d.,  and  the  interest  on  deposits 
and  investments  amounted  to  313/.  13s.  Id.  Four  per 
cent.  Funding  Loan  was  purchased  to  the  value  of  1,000/., 
and  the  balance  on  December  31  amounted  to 
1,191/.  10s.  6d. 

Pharmacy  Students. — The  School  of  Pharmacy  Past 
Students  Association  held  the  first  post-war  general 
meeting  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  on  June  22.  Mr.  H. 
Finnemore  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  secretary  (Mr. 
Harry  Martin)  read  the  report  of  the  committee.  The 
present  membership  is  251,  and  the  committee  proposed 
the  amalgamation  of  past  and  present  students  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  in  one  association.  This  was  unani- 
mously passed.-  The  treasurer  (Mr.  W.  R.  Pratt)  stated 
that  a  credit  balance  of  about  17/.  would  be  handed  over 
to  the  new  association*  The  affairs  of  the  past  students 
will  be  entrusted  to  a  committee  of  six  members,  two  of 
whom  will  be  entitled  to  seats  on  the  general  executive  of 
the  association.  The  annual  subscription  to  the  pas! 
students'  section  will  be  5s.,  and  it  is  proposed  to  hold  a 
general  meeting  of  the  combined  associations  during  the 
first  week  in  October. 

Walthamstow. — The  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Walthamstow  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on 
May  12.  After  Mr.  A.  M.  Brown  (the  President)  had 
given  a  resume  of  the  year's  work,  Messrs.  A.  M.  Brown 
(President),  G.  F.  Deeth  (Vice-President),  and  J.  McGlinchy 
(auditor)  were  re-elected,  with  Mr.  W.  Gray  and  the 
secretary  forming  the  committee.  Mr.  W.  E.  Swanston, 
hon.  secretary  and  treasurer,  regretted  that  he  would 
not  be  able  to  accept  office  for  another  year  as  he  was 
leaving  the  district.  Mr.  W.  Main  was  elected  to  repre- 
sent the  Association  on  the  committee  of  the  newly 
formed  Walthamstow  Chamber  of  Commerce.

A  Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

Birmingham. — The  annual  report  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  which  has  just  been  issued,  states 
that  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  m  the  area 
during  1919  was  953,554,  and  the  value  26,317/.  8s.  The 
average  ingredient-price  was  Z.8d.,  dispensing-fee  3.8d. 
The  Committee's  expenses  for  the  year  (including  cost 
of  checking)  worked  out  at  1.38  per  cent.  The  number 
of  persons  and  firms  supplying  drugs  and  appliances  on 
the  panel  on  May  31,  1920,  was  143  (136  dispensing),  and 
the  number  of  shops  192  (181  dispensing).  The  sum  of 
150?.  12s.  was  paid  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
checking. 

Blackburn  It  was  reported  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee that  during  the  quarter  ended  March  31 ,  46,796 
prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of  1,873/.  4s.  bd. 
The  average  cost  per  prescription  was  9.61rf.,  and  the 
average  total  cost  per  insured  person  was  8.15c/. 

Bolton.— Regarding  the  payment  of  a  double  dispens- 
ing fee  for  prescriptions  marked  "  Urgent,"  it  was  con- 
sidered at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
that  the  double  fee  was  payable  on  prescriptions  endorsed 
on  the  back  by  the  chemist. 

Bxeter.  A  meeting  of  the  Devon  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  recently,  Mr.  March  presiding.  The 
reports  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  for  November, 
December,  and  January  were  approved.  In  view  of  the 
increased  cost  of  the  average  prescription  it  was  resolved 
that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  higher 
proportion  on  account.  It  was  also  resolved  that  the 
official  year  should  in  future  commence  on  January  1. 

Gloucestershire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee recently,  it  was  reported  by  the  chairman  that 
during  1919  the  total  number  of  prescriptions  priced  was 
123,600,  against  134,100  during  the  previous  year,  lhe 
cost  of  the  drugs  was  4,369/.,  against  4,230/.  ;  the  average 
cost  per  insured  person  was  23d.,  against  22^.  ;  and  the 
average  cost  per  prescription  was  8^d.,  against  l^d. 

Halifax.— The  Insurance  Committee,  at  a  quarterly 
meeting  he-Id  recently,  received  a  scheme  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Special  Sub-Committee  (comprising  two 
members  and  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee and  two  members  and  the  clerk  of  the  Insurance 
Committee),  who  will  provide  that  on  week-days  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  chemists'  shops  will  be  open  to  7.30  p.m.  ; 
on  early-closiug  days  at  least  one  shop  shall  be  open  in  the 
centre  of  the  town  for  not  less  than  one  hour;  and  on 
holidays  at  least  one  shop  shall  be  open  for  not  less  than 
one  hour.  Double  dispensing-fee  is  provided  for  dis- 
pensing "urgent"  prescriptions  after  hours.  A  letter 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  considered  asking  for 
their  comments  on  a  communication  received  from  a  herba- 
list (Mr.  W.  Burns  Lengard)  with  respect  to  a  patient's 
application  to  make  her  own  medical  benefit  arrangements. 
The  letter  was  referred  to  a  Sub-Committee  which  had  also 
before  them  a  resolution  of  protest  on  the  same  subject 
from  the  local  branch  of  the  People's  League  of  Medical 
Freedom.    In  neither  case  was  any  action  taken. 

Hampshire. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  at  Southampton  on  June  16,  Mr.  Smith 
(Gosport)  presiding.  The  secretary  presented  the  balance 
sheet  for  the  year  1919,  which  showed  a  balance  of 
45/.  lis.  Qd.  The  Central  Checking  Bureau  reports  for 
the  months  October,  November,  December  1919  and 
January  1920  showed  that  the  net  result  was  ??/us  %d. 
for  the  four  months.  Complaints  .vere  received,  of  pre- 
scriptions being  issued  in  the  area  with  quantities  un- 
named, and  it  was  decided  to  report  the  matter  to  the 
Insurance  Committee.  Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the 
large  number  of  private  recipes  in  use  in  a  certain  dis 
trict  of  the  area,  which  is  against  the  existing  agree 


ment,  and  this  matter  was  also  to  be  referred  to  the 
Insurance  Committee. 

Kent, —  The  Insurance  Committee  met  recently,  Mr. 
C.  Igglesden  presiding.  The  Finance  and  General  Pur- 
poses Sub-Committee  reported  that  the  Joint  Pricing  Com- 
mittee had  received  no  accounts  from  certain  chemists 
during  this  year,  and  stating  that  if  chemists'  accounts 
are  over  three  months  in  arrears  the  Joint  Committee  had 
decided  to  ask  the  Insurance  Committee  'whether  they 
were  prepared  to  pay  the  extra  cost  involved  in  pricing. 
The  Insurance  Committee  agreed  to  the  extra  cost  being 
debited  to  the  Committee,  and  resolved  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Sub-Committee  may  recover  the  additional 
expense  from  the  chemists  concerned.  The  following  de- 
tails of  the  pricing  of  prescriptions  for  1919  were  re- 
ported :  Number  of  prescriptions,  632,10*4;  ingredient 
prices,  13,518/.  16s.  Id.  ■  dispensing-fees,  9,963/.  Os.  lid.  ; 
average  ingredient  price,  5.13d.  ;  dispensing-fee,  3.78rf. 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  held  that  capsicum  wool  and 
thermogene  should  be  regarded  as  appliances.  It  fol- 
lowed, therefore,  that  they  could  not  be  supplied  to  in- 
sured persons  free  of  charge.  The  technical  officer  of  the 
Pricing  Office  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  articles  should 
not  be  classed  as  appliances,  and  objection  had  been 
raised  by  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee.  The  Sub- 
Committee  has  communicated  with  the  Ministry  on  the 
matter.  A  Special  Joint  Sub-Committee  has  under  con- 
sideration in  detail  the  hours  of  service  of  chemists,  who 
have  been  informed  that  the  hour  at  which  the  medicine 
is  supplied  should  be  entered  on  the  back  of  a  prescrip- 
tion over  the  signature  of  the  chemist  where  the  late  fee 
is  claimed. 

London. —  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  June  24,  at  which  the  reports  of  the  various  Sub- 
Committees  were  considered.  The  following  is  abstracted 
from  the  agenda  :  The  Finance  Sub-Committee  recom- 
mended payment  of  accounts  amounting  to 
39,595/.  12s.  5e/.,  which  included  payments  to  chemists 
for  the  medical  year  1920  of  17,478/.  12s.  lOd.  The 
Minister  of  Health  intimated  that,  as  annual  elections 
of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  appear  un- 
necessary)  he  proposes  to  make  regulations  extending  the 
term  of  office  of  the  present  members  to  December  31, 
1920,  but  providing  for  an  early  date  in  any  area  where 
a  majority  of  the  practitioners  so  desire.  The  Medical 
Benefit  Sub  Committee  reported  that  the  number  of  per- 
sons supplying  drugs  and  appliances  on  May  31  numbered 
717,  constituted  as  follows  :  Chemists  in  general  busi- 
ness, 655;  in  institutions^  38;  other  persons,  24.  The 
names  of  eleven  persons  have  been  added  to  the  list  of 
those  supplying  drugs  and  appliances,  and  ten  with- 
drawals have  been  notified. 

Smethwlck. —  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
was  held  recently,  at  which  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  gave  the  following  statistical  data,  received 
from  the  Pricing  Bureau,  regarding  prescribing  for  the 
quarter  ended  March  31  :

A  rota  of  chemists  has  been  prepared  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  providing  that  one  chemist  in  each  dis- 
trict shall  be  open  on  Wednesday  evenings  from  6.30  to 
8  p.m.  and  until  8.30  p.m.  on  Monday  evenings.  The 
Sub-C.ommittee  recommend  that  the  rota  be  approved.  The 
Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  reported 
that  draft  regulations  have  been  issued  extending  the 
term  of  office  of  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees to  December  31,  with  a  proviso  that  an  election 
shall  take  place  in  any  area  at  an  earlier  date  if  desired 
by  the  medical  practitioners  or  chemists.  The  question 
of  annual  elections  "will  be  considered  at  the  annual  con- 
ferences of  doctors  and  pharmacists.  The  statement  of 
accounts  includes  the  following  with  regard  to  the  Drug 
Fund  :  Payments  to  chemists,  February  balances-March 
advances,  284/.

Judging  by  the  large  quantity  of  drugs  offered  at  to-day's 
auctions,  it  might  have  been  thought  by  an  "outsider" 
that  the  brokers  were  going  to  find  a  brisk  sale  for  them ; 
but  the  fact  is  that  produce  has  arrived  so  freely  of  late, 
and  much  of  it  on  consignment,  that  an  effort  must  be 
made  by  the  broker  in  the  importers'  interests  to  call 
public  attention  to  the  goods  and  find  a  market  for  them. 
However,  in  sympathy  with  private  trading,  there  was  no 
desire  to  buy  except  to  fill  orders,  as  the  general  expecta- 
tion is  for  still  lower  prices,  and  in  this  buyers  were,  with 
few  exceptions,  not  disappointed.  At  the  same  time,  it 
must  be  acknowledged  that  prices  of  many  items  are  reach- 
ing a  level  which  show  a  loss  to  importers,  especially  as 
the  banks  are  very  reluctant  to  help  traders.  Imports  will 
■  therefore  have  a  tendency  to  fall  off  presently.  Cape  aloes 
failed  to  sell,  likewise  cardamoms,  which  were  very  flat.

business  remains  depressed.  At  present  there  should  be  a 
seasonal  trade  for  orange  and  lemon  oils,  but  evidently  the 
high  price  of  sugar  has  adversely  affected  the  sale  of  "  soft- 
drinks,"  and  the  demand  seems  to  have  fallen  below  what 
normally  is  anticipated.  Higher  quotations  are  coming  for- 
ward for  bergamot,  but  orange  is  lower.  There  is  little 
change  among  the  other  essential  oils. 

Anise,  Star,  continues  quiet  at  4s.  l^d.  per  lb.  for  "  Red 
Ship  "  brand  on  the  spot. 

Bergamot. — Prices  are  firmer  this  week  for  37-38  l.a.,  and 
although  a  few  sellers  may  be  willing  to  accept  about  36s. 
to  37s.,  holders  seem  inclined  to  hold  out  for  higher  offers, 
from  38s.  to  40s.  being  freely  mentioned.  A  firmer  tendency 
has  also  been  reported  for  forward  shipment,  and  38s.  to 
42s.  per  lb.  are  the  figures  given.

Pharmaceutical  Book-plates. 
Sir, — Your  interesting  article  (C.  &  D.,  June"  26, 
p.  184)  has  caused  me  to  look  up  some  of  my  book-plates, 
with  the  result  that  I  must  confirm  the  outcome  of  your 
own  experience — namely,  that  pharmaceutical  book-plates 
are  very  rare.  I  possess  only  one  by  a  living  pharmacist. 
In  books  I  have  two  others  which,  however,  are  merely 
name  labels.  One  is  "Joseph  Severs,"  of  Kendal;  it  is 
in  a  copy  of  Pernet's  "  History  of  Drugs."  The  second 
may  equally  well  be  that  of  a  medical  man;  it  is  "  Samuel 
Davies,  12  Bridge  Street  Row,  Chester,"  and  is  in  a 
copy  of  Phillips's  "Experimental  Examination  of  the  last 
edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis."  Among  my 
books  are  many  which  should  have  had  much  interest 
for  pharmacists,  but  there  are  scarcely  any  which  bear 
traces  of  having  been  owned  by  pharmacists.  In  a  copy 
of  Tournefort's  "  Institutiones  Rei  Herbaria?"  I  have  an 
ex-libris  worthy  of  a  place  beside  those  you  have  repro- 
duced ;  it  is  that  of  Lavoisier.  Beneath  the  shield,  with 
an  armorial  blazon  and  having  supporters  of  lions  (which 
are  scarcely  displayed  in  heraldic  fashion),  is  a  tablet 
inscribed  :  "  De  la  Bibliotheque  de  M.  Lavoisier  de 
I'Academie  Royale  des  Sciences,  Regisseur  des  Poudres  et 
Salpetres  de  France,  Fer  General  du  Roy."  It  was  as 
controller  of  gunpowder  and  saltpetre  that  Lavoisier  was 
enabled  to  diminish  the  vexatious  proceedings  which  were 
entailed  by  the  seeking  for  saltpetre  in  cellars  and  other 
premises  to  which  the  saltpetremen  had  the  right  of 
'  entry.  This  herbal  also  belonged  to  "  R.  Noalet  fils  au 
Jardin  des  Plantes,"  and  it  bears  on  its  title-page  the 
autograph  of  J.  Decaisne.

The  Commerce  of  Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

Sir,— Referring  to  your  article  on  this  subject  in  last 
.  week's  C.  <b  D.  (p.  193),  when  the  author  states  that  "  at 
no  time  has  the  production  of  cinchona  in  South  America 
been  so  great  as  to  have  an  appreciative  influence  on  the 
world's  markets  for  quinine,"  he  overlooks  the  fact  that, 
until  cinchona  was  transplanted  from  South  America  to 
other  countries,  the  former,  as  the  only  source  of  cinchona, 
naturally  dominated  the  world's  markets  for  bark  and 
quinine  altogether.  Again,  when  he'  remarks  that 
"  Ceylon  has  meanwhile  toyed  with  cinchona  "  he  seems 
to  be  unaware  that  by  the  year  1886  that  island  exported 
155  million  lb.  of  bark  [i.e.,  as  much  as  Java  during 
several  years  previous  to  the  war  and  again  later,  the 
quinine  value  being,  of  course,  higher  in  the  case  of  Java) 
and  that  the  Ceylon  planters  would  not  have  found  the 
cultivation  of  tea  and  rubber  more  profitable  but  for  the 
rapid  advance  and  success  of-  cinchona-growing  in  Java, 
which,  favoured  by  climatic  conditions  and  scientific 
methods,  finally  killed  the  Ceylon  enterprise.  Ceylon 
certainly  did  more  than  "  toy  "  with  cinchona.  Mr. 
Abrahamson's  competence  in  cinchona  matters  is  undis- 
puted ;  yet  there  were  (and  are)  in  London  several  other 
well-informed  persons  who  were  able  to,  and  did,  during 
the  war  give  the  authorities  such  precise  root-and-branch 
information  as  enabled  the  British  and  Allied  Govern- 
ments to  reach  important  decisions  in  regard  to  a 
cinchona  and  quinine  policy.  Faithfully  yours,

British  Synthetic  Perfumes. 

Sir, — In  reference  to  the  article  on  synthetic  perfumes 
in  "The  Times  Trade  Supplement,"  referred  to  in  your 
last  issue,  I  would  like  to  supplement  your  remarks  by 
drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  quite  considerable  quan- 


tities of  vanillin  and  ionone  are  being  made  in  this 
country,  and  domestic  supplies,  of  vanillin  at  all  events, 
are  getting  within  measurable  distance  of  the  consump- 
tion. It  is,  however,  the  case  that  a  proportion  of  the 
oil  of  cloves  distilled  here  is  exported  and  converted 
into  vanillin  on  the  Continent,  and  it  would  be 
of  advantage  if  we  did  the  conversion  at  home  and 
sent  the  manufactured  vanillin  abroad.  It  is  also  true 
that  considerable  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the 
quality  of  home-made  benzaldehyde  recently.  The  great 
desideratum  is  to  see  this  country  manufacture  such  bodies 
as  the  higher  fatty  aldehydes,  bromstyrol,  phenylacetalde- 
hyde,  indol,  etc.,  etc.  When  we  are  doing  this  on  a 
reasonable  scale  the  success  of  the  synthetic  perfume 
industry  should  be  an  example  to  be  followed  by  other 
branches  of  chemical  industry,  so  that  Great  Britain  might 
take  its  proper  place  among  the  countries  manufacturing 
fine  organic  substances.         Yours  faithfully,

The  Lure  of  the  Orient. 

Sir,— I  was  much  interested  in  reading  Mr.  Saunders's 
letter  (C.  &■  D.,   June  5,   p.   91),  and  also  "  Pre-War 
Colonial's  "  remarks  (0.  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  208).  As 
Mr.  Saunders's  remarks  apply  to  Singapore  jobs,  as  well 
as  other  Eastern  places,  may  I,  who  have  had  twenty- 
eight  years'  experience  there,  make  a  few  remarks  ?  I 
am  more  than  surprised  at  the  number  of  "  ads."  from  the 
Straits    Settlements   in  your   paper  remaining  standing 
for  so  long,  and  think  it  is  the  want  of  knowing  some- 
thing of  the  conditions  existing  out  there.     The  climate 
is  certainly  a  warm  one,  but  after  a  few  months  one 
soon  gets  accustomed  to  it  and,   like    everything  else, 
barring  hanging,  can  put  up  with  it.      The  hours  are 
ideal,  9  to  5,  with  an  hour  off  for  lunch  or  tiffin,  and 
9  to  3  on  Saturdays  and  11  to  1  on  Sundays.  Where 
can  you  get  better  ?    The  work,  too,  is  not  very  strenuous. 
As  regards  the  salaries  offered  in  these  days,  any  young 
man  with  his  head  screwed  on  the  right  way  can  live 
well,  pay  his  way,  and   save  money,  even  on  his  first 
agreement.     If  he  puts  his  back  into  it  and  shows  his 
worth,  he  is  sure  of  a  substantial  rise  in  his  second  agree- 
ment, and  so  forth.     I  think  "  Pre-War  Colonial  "  is- 
wrong  in  his  statement  about  holidays  swamping  savings. 
Any  firm  I  know  of  in  Singapore  or  the  F.M.S.  either 
pay  passage  home  and  out  and  half-salary,  or  you  can 
pay  your  own  passage  and  get  full  pay,  when  on  leave. 
This  is  a  big  difference,  and  a  man  at  home  on  full 
pay  can  get  on  well,  even  in  these  strenuous  times.  I 
have  always  been  a  strong  advocate  of  plenty  of  exer- 
cise for  keeping  one  fit  in  the  tropics.     During  my  time 
I  indulged  in  football,  tennis,  hockey,  golf,  lawn-bowls, 
etc.,  and  kept  myself  fit  all  the  time.      Where  is  the 
assistant  at  a  home  job  who  has  time  for  indulging  in 
these?     If  anyone  proposing  going  to  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments wishes  any  information  regarding  jobs  out  there 
I  shall  be  very  pleased  to  inform  him  concerning  any  points:

Assistants  in  India. 

Sir, — For.  the  sake  of  any  chemists  in  the  Old  Country 
who  are  thinking  of  coming  to  India  to  join  drug  firms  in 
that  country,  may  we  make  use  of  your  columns  in  order 
to  state  precisely  what  they  may  expect,  and  to  warn 
them  to  consider  things  very  carefully  before  they  sign- 
contracts  for  service  in  India  ?  In  the  first  place,  a 
chemist  in  India,  be  he  qualified  or  not,  is  a  victim  of 
the  caste  system,  in  that  he  is  called  a  "tradesman  "— 
a  term  of  opprobrium  in  India — and  would  be  black- 
balled were  he  to  apply  for  membership  of  any  decent 
club.  He  finds  that,  although  in  England  his  profes- 
sion is  looked  upon  as  such,  and  he  is  expected  to,  and 
does  mix,  socially  with  a  good  class  of  people,  here  in 
India  he  is  forced  to  find  his  friends  among  people  who 
at  home  would  be  classed  as  artisans — worthy  people  no 
doubt,  but  not  at  all  of  the  social  standing  that  a  chemist 
is  given  as  his  due  in  England.  There  is  a  hard-and- 
fast  line  between  "Trades"  and  "Mercantile"  here„ 
over  which  it  is  impossible  to  step.     In  the  matter  of 
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■expenses,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  enumerate  some 
■of  these 'in, detail,  as  the  average  man  in  England  does 
not  know  anything  of  the  system  of  living  in,  say, 
Calcutta.

-and  there  are  many  other  incidental  every-day  expenses, 
such  as  travelling,  etc.,  which  have  no  comparison  with 
-similar  expenses  in  England.  Taking  the  present  ex- 
change into  consideration,  anyone  can  appreciate  the  fact 
that  living  expenses  in  India  are  enormous. '  For  a 
married  man,  or  one  who  wishes  to  have  his  own  flat,  one 
month's  expenses  would  probably  be  somewhere  about 
Rs.  600.  Rents  are  almost  prohibitive.  A  landlord 
recently  replied  to  a  request  for  information  in  regard 
to  the  rent  of  an  ordinary  four-room  unfurnished  flat 
in  the  European  quarter  of  Calcutta  that  it  was  Rs.  550 
per  month.  This  will  interest  you,  in  that  in  many  cases 
advertisements  have  appeared  in  the  "  Coloured  Supple- 
ment "  for  chemists'  assistants  to  go  East  on  salaries  rang- 
ing from  Rs.  200  to  Rs.  400  per  month.  No  man  should 
think  of  signing  a  contract  for  service  in  the  East  at 
a  starting  salary  of  less  than  Rs.  500  per  month  for  a 
single  man  or  Rs.  750  per  month  for  one  with  dependents. 
.A  man  does  not  leave  home  and  friends  and  come  out 
here  to  sweat  his  soul  out  for  merely  a  living  wage — ■ 
he  comes  to  save  money — but  unless  he  starts  at  Rs.  500 
or  over  it  will  be  years  before  he  can  begin  saving  at 
all;  and  a  man  cannot  last  very  long  in  the  tropics.  Then, 
-again,  a  chemist's  hours  are  far  too  long  in  India.  One 
ffirm  in  Calcutta  makes  its  assistants  work  from  8  a.m. 
'to  5.30  p.m.,  with  half  an  hour  for  tiffin,  summer  and 
winter,  and  putting  in  nine  hours  per  day  with  the 
temperature  at  103°  in  the  shade  soon  breaks  up  a  man's 
constitution.  Anyone  coming  out  here  should  demand 
at  least  Rs.  500  per  month  to  start  with  (provided  he 
'is  single),  a  hard-and-fast  arrangement  as  to  hours — say 
10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  (the  hours  of  every  mercantile  firm) — ■ 
a  definite  arrangement  as  to  holidays,  and  a  complete 
■understanding  as  to  night  duty.  He  should  utterly 
refuse  to  sign  a  contract  unless  it  contains  as  many  safe- 
guards for  himself  as  it  does  for  his  employers.  Most 
of  these  contracts  are,  so  far  as  we  know,  entirely  on 
•the  side  of  the  employer,  and,  no  matter  what  may  be 
told  a  man  in  England  to  the  contrary,  these  penalties, 
-etc.,  are  imposed  just  as  soon  as  it  suits  a  firm's  con- 
venience. The  only  safe  way  is  to  show  the  proposed 
•  contract  to  a  lawyer,  and  study  the  possibilities.  Agents 
who  get  men  for  this  country  paint  work  in  India  in 
rosy  colours,  and  men  come  out  here  dreaming  of  huge 
salaries,  afternoon  naps,  salaaming  natives,  and  a  tre- 
mendous social  position,  and  only  wake  up  to  the'  grave 
nature  of  the  mistake  they  have*  made  when  they  are 
here  and  find  themselves  completely  in  the  power  of  some 
firm,  and  mere  dividend-makers  for  someone  outside  of 
themselves — sweated  labour.  If  a  man  looks  before  he 
'leaps,  and  follows  our  advice — and  we  have  many  bitter 
years  of  experience  in  the  matter — he  may  come  out  here 
and  make  good,  not  only  for  his  employers  but  for.  him- 
self, provided  he  is  willing  to  consider  himself  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  ironmonger,  the  haberdasher,  and 
the  foreman  bricklayer.  Yours  sincerely,

The  Industrial  Problem. 

Sir, — The  article  on  the  ' '  Industrial  Problem  in  the 
Drug-trade"  (C.  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  141)  is  a  compre- 
hensive review  of  the  wages  question,  and  shows  that 
we  have  still  a  long  way  to  go  to  leave  the  poverty 
line  at  a  safe  distance.  The  hardest  and  truest  fact  in 
the  article  is  that  on  p.  145,  which  states  that  "chemists 
in  the  past  have  depreciated  their  own  market."  When 
we  look  back  to  pre-war  days  and  remember  that  trained 
.and   qualified  pharmacists,  claiming  to  be  professional 


men,  so  valued  their  skill  and  responsibility  that  they 
supplied  their  drugs,  bottles,  and  services  at  an  average 
charge  of  Qd.  or  10d.  for  mixtures,  or  6d.  a  dozen  for 
pills,  it  is  quite  easy  to  see  that  the  habit  of  thinking 
in  halfpennies  has  become  fairly  rooted  in  their  minds, 
and  to-day  they  stand  aghast  at  the  economic  charges 
for  these  preparations  and  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
demand  such  prices.  As,  therefore,  the  wholesaler  has 
no  foolish  compunction  about  demanding  the  current  value 
for  drugs,  and  seeing  that  he  is  paid  for  them,  the  retailer 
cuts  the  price  of  the  only  commodity  he  can,  and  that 
is  labour.  This  self-depreciation  has  had  one  notable 
result  in  Insurance  dispensing  terms,  where  the  Commis- 
sioners pay  the  retailer  for  drugs  at  cost  price ;  but  note 
that  these  prices  are  fixed  by  the  wholesalers  themselves 
and  the  authorities  have  not  attempted  to  cut  their  profit. 
Your  contributor  has  mentioned  the  dockers'  figure  for  the 
lowest  possible  wage  as  2s.  an  hour ;  if,  therefore,  a 
qualified  chemist  worked  fifty-five  hours  a  week,  he  would 
at  this  rate  draw  57.  10s.,  a  sum  which  I  still  venture  to 
assert  is  rarely  paid  even  to-day,  except  by  a  few  com- 
pany shops  or  in  very  rare  cases  in  private  businesses. 
Applied  to  dispensing  work,  by  doing  six  prescriptions  an 
hour,  which  has  been  accepted  as  a  fair  all-round  rate  of 
work,  the  professional  skill  is  valued  at  4c?.  a  script, 
a  sum  which  a  porter  or  a  waiter  would  openly  sneer 
at  as  a  tip.  No  wonder  the  pharmacist  employer  begins 
to  look  scared  when  qualified  men  talk  of  11.  and  81. 
weekly,  but  there  is  another  factor  shortly  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  cost  of  living  which  will  make  such 
figures  imperative.  I  refer  to  the  new  Rent  Act. 
Although  we  talk  of  the  cost  of  living  having  risen 
150  per  cent.,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  this  refers 
entirely  to  food  and  clothing,  and  it  is  the  fact  that  rents 
have  been  restricted  that  has  saved  many  wage-earners' 
families  from  hopeless  collapse ;  but  the  new  Bill  allows 
an  increase  eventually  up  to  40  per  cent.,  and  coupled 
with  the  speedy  advance  in  rates,  in  many  districts 
approximately  20a".  in  the  pound,  a  wage  of  2.s.  an  hour 
will  soon  be  found  to  be  totally  inadequate  to  the  task 
of  meeting  this  further  burden.  Your  contributor's 
suggested  scale  of  profits  is  one  which  should  be  adopted 
by  all  proprietors  and  could  be  effected  through  the 
local  associations ;  the  single-handed  man  who  refused  to 
come  in  should  be  ignored,  just  as  the  hawker  and  cheap- 
jack  who  crops  up  with  protected  lines  at  cut  rates  is 
ignored,  but  it  would  probably  be  found  in  practice  that 
the  majority  would  be  only  too  glad  to  get  the  increased 
profits.

Gbeat  Underpaid.  (26/6.) 
Wages  in  the  Drug-trade. 
Sir, — Allow  me  to  state  that  3/.  10s.  to  4?.  is  accepted 
by  unqualified  assistants  in  the  South  of  England  because 
they  might  as  well  ask  for  the  moon  as  ask  for  a  higher 
wage.  Nevertheless,  we  think  it  is  a  wage  undermining 
the  high  principles  of  the  followers  of  the  profession. 
The  reason  is  as  follows.  The  charge  for  a  prescription 
is,  cost  of  drugs  Is.  2d.  plus  33^  per  cent.  =ls.  Qd.,  plus 
bottle  Zd.  =2s.  Often  this  is  all  that  is  charged,  no 
dispensing-fee  on  the  ground  that  the  assistants'  wages 
are  already  paid  for,  sometimes  6d.  dispensing-fee  is  added, 
making  a  total  of  2s.  6d.  The  total  cost  is  Is.  2d.,  plus 
5d.  bottle  and  bd.  time.  Therefore  the  lowest  cost  is 
2s.  Id.,  and  a  reasonable  price  would  be  4s.  Zd.  If  this 
amount  was  charged,  the  employer  could  pay  twice  the 
present  wages  to  his  assistant  and  have  twice  as  much 
income  for  himself.  Some  employers  will  argue  that  they 
would  lose  customers.  To  that  I  say,  "Better  lose  all 
customers  at  no  profit."  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  South 
of  England  in  one  year  I  have  doubled  the  number  of 
prescriptions  and  trebled  the  takings  at  these  increased 
and  reasonable  prices.  I  may  say  "that  my  employer  places 
the  dispensing  entirely  in  my  hands,  trusting  me  to  carry 
on —in  a  thoroughly  conscientious  manner.  If  every 
assistant  realised  his  value  and  persisted  in  demanding  it, 
in  a  few  years  we  should  be  getting  paid  accordingly,  and 
I  maintain  that  we  are  entitled  to  an  income  commensurate 
with  that  of  the  highest-paid  professions.

The  sale  price 
J  on  a  50-per-oent.  basis  is  9s.  This  amount  being  over  5s., 
it  is  usual  to  deduct  10  per  cent,  quantity  discount,  which 
brings  the  amount  to  8s.  2d.  plus  the  dispensing- fee  9d. 
=  8s.  lid,,  in  round  figures  9s.,  double  what  you  charged.

Legal  Queries. 


H.  L.  (26/6)  ordered  a  quantity  of  bottles  from  a  firm 
early  in  March  last,  for  which  he  paid  cash  against  a 
pro-forma  invoice.  The  firm  at  that  time  consisted  of  two 
partners,  but  there  has  since  been  a  change  in  the  firm, 
the  place  of  one  of  the  original  partners  having  been 
taken  by  a  new  partner.  The  goods  have  not  been  de- 
livered, and  the  new  firm  refuses  to  deliver  them  or  to 
refund  the  money  paid  by  "  H.  L."  What  remedy  is 
open  to  him?  ["  H.  L.'s  "  only  remedy  appears  to  be 
to  take  legal  proceedings  in  the  County  Court  against 
the  two  original  members  of  the  firm.]

E.  W.  (23/6). — Umckaloabo  Tablets,  recommended  by 
a  medical  man  for  a  consumptive  patient,  is  one  form  of 
the  Stevens  consumptive  cure  which  was  prominent  some 
years  ago  on  account  of  a  libel  action  which  Mr.  C.  H. 
Stevens  brought  against  the  British  Medical  Association 
for  statements  in  a  book  the  Association  published  regard- 
ing the  remedy.  The  name  Umckaloabo  is  that  of  a 
South  African  plant.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  in  the  case 
referred  to,  gave  evidence  regarding  the  identity  of  the 
plants  used  in  the  remedy. 

IF.  <L-  Co.  (28/6). — Books  on  Wood-distillation. — The 
chief  work  on  wood-distillation  is  Dumesny  &  Noyer's 
"  Wood  Products  :  Distillates  and  Extracts,"  published 
by  Scott,  Greenwood  &  Co.  at  10s.  6d.  The  article  in 
vol.  5  of  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry  "  is 
excellent  in  the  way  it  summarises  the  practice,  but  the 
engineering  side  naturally  depends  upon  the  plant  in- 
stalled at  the  works. 

C.  IF.  /.  (28/6). — "Compact"  Toilet-powders  are 
made  by  incorporating  with  the  ordinary  powders  sufficient 
of  a  weak  mucilage  of  tragacanth  to  give  the  powders 
a  moist  feel  and  then  compressing. 

H.  B.  R.  (11/6). — The  twigs  of  a  plant  suspected  to  be 
poisonous  belong  to  a  Californian  tree  cultivated  in  this 
country,  known  to  botanists  as  Welling tonia  gigantea  or 
Sequoia  gigantea.  There  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
any  recorded  instance  of  cattle-poisoning  by  this  tree, 
but  Lander  ("  Veterinary  Toxicology,"  1912,  p.  149)  re- 
marks that  it  and  some  other  coniferous  plants  must  be 
held  to  be  liable  to  cause  poisoning  in  cattle.
